As no record of the history of the Boyal Tyrone Begiment of 
Militia has ever been written, and as enquiry has been 
frequently made for such a record by generals and inspecting 
field-officers, at the request of Lieutenant- Colonel James A. 
Oaulfeild, commandant of the regiment, I undertook the task 
of compiling one, but not without many misgivings as to my 
ability to do justice to the history of this corps, with which I 
have been identified for almost fifty-nine years. It has given 
me peculiar pleasure in my researches amongst the old regi- 
mental books to have brought to my recollection persons and 
incidents which had altogether passed from my mind. I can 
recall many a long and weary march — I can see well, and 
recognize the features of the officers, from many -of whom I 
received attention and kindness even when a boy — I can 
almost hear the familiar voices of my old comrades ; but thi^ 
pleasure is not unmixed with pain, when I consider that all 
these have passed away, and that I remain alone the last man 
of the old regiment. 

The toil that I have had in preparing this record will be 
amply repaid if I have succeeded in enlisting the interest of the 
reader in behalf of a regiment which was always second to none 
in loyalty, good conduct, and soldier-like appearance, and 
always foremost in readiness to serve the Crown and country.

ORIGINAL WAREANT FOR EMBODYING THE TYRONE 
EEGIIIENT OP MILITIA. 

By the iMril LiaUaiaiit Genend and General Governor of Ireland. 
■Westmoreland, 

In pursaance of the powers vested in ns by the 
Act for ameniiing and reducing into one Act of Parliament the 
laws relating to the MOitia of this kingdom, Wg are hereby 
pleased to direct and require you to draw out and embody with 
all convenient speed the Militia of the County of Tyrone. Yon 
are therefore hereby required to do all manner of things which 
by the said Act are in tliis case made and provided for the 
drawing out and embodying of the said Militia accordin£jly. 
And for bo doing this shall be your Warrant. Given at Ilia 
Majesty's Castle of Dublin this 18tL day of July, 1793. 
By His Ex-cellency's command, 
To the Most Noble R. HOBAT.

Strabane, 23rd Angnst, 1793. 
" The Parhament of this kingdom havmg passed a law for 
raising and embodying a, Militia for the defence thereof, and 
His Majesty King George the Third, through His Escelleucy 
the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, having been pleased to appoint 
the Most Noble the Marquis of Abercorn to be Lieutenant- 
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Colonel Commandant of the regiment to be raised and em- 
bodied in the County of Tyrone, the Marquis of Abercom, 
therefore, takes on himself this day the command of the said 
regiment. 

" His Majesty has been graciously pleased to permit the 
Tyrone Eegiment to be called * Eoyal.* It is therefore to be 
known by the name of the * 2nd, or Eoyal Tyrone Eegiment of 
Militia' " — ^which name it bore up to the year 1855. 

As Colonel Commandant, the Marquis was vested with the 
authority and privilege of appointing all the officers who were 
to hold commissions in his regiment. These were required to 
be gentlemen of the County, or to have property therein, and it 
is evident to anyone acquainted with the County Tyrone that 
the Marquis's selection of the officers to serve in the Eoyal 
Tyrone Eegiment was the very best which could have been 
made, as he well knew the respectability, standing, and 
efficiency of the gentlemen whose names are recorded in the 
foregoing list. 

The regiment originally, as at present, consisted of ten 
companies, three of which were known as the Marquis's, the 
Colonel's, and the Major's companies. 

7th September, 1793. — The pay of the non-commissioned 
officers, drummers, and privates at this time had been ar- 
ranged in the following order as regards the amount, and daily 
issue, and the growing arrears due to the men were to be settled 
and paid them every two months.

It would appear that the regiment had been only partially 
supplied with arms and accoutrements at this time, as I find 
in my research that on the 23rd of September, 1793, a 
corx^oral's guard, consisting of himself and six men, were served 
out with seven firelocks, which ho was to deliver over to the 
new guard in good order and clean. I also find an order dated 
28th September, which now-a-days would be considered a rather 
amusing one — it is this : — " Commanding officers of companies 
will give particular orders to their men this evening that their 
bail's are well combed, and the sides and foretop pomatumed. 
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and tlie tails miifonnly tied cloBe to the head, Aa the men 'will 
appear powdered at the review, the ofBcera will he particularly 
careful on this point, anil the old sergeants very attentive to 
instruct their men." 

1st December, 1793. — ■" The regiment will receive from the 
qnartermaater'a stores knapaaoka for theh' present efl'ectivoa, 
and as recruits join the regimcat, the aommandiug officei'a of 
companies signing reoeipts for the quartermaster. The men are 
to be charged 6a. 6d. for each kuupaack according to His 
Majesty's regulations. The Mar quia of Abercom will pay the 
remainder himself, and when each man's time of sorvica is 
expired he will receive payment for the knapsack from Ma 
Buceessor, according to a valuation of its then state." 

23rd January, 179i. — " Each of the battalion companies 
will furnish one man to practice at the caunou exercise under 
the orders of Lieut. Lejghton. He ia to be taken from the rear 
rank, and to be two mouths in the regiment." 

8rd February, 1794.— "A greater attention must be paid to 
the tying and powdering of tho men'a hair. The powder must 
be better mixed in the hair, and the mark of the teeth of tho 
eomb appear on the back of the head, and on the club, by 
drawing the comb downwards on tho hair. Great attention 
must be paid not to have the powder laid on in clots." 

7th February, 1794.—" One man fi-om each of the right bat- 
talion companies to be added to the artillery detaclmaent, to 
be taken from tho rear rank. Such as volunteer the duty to be 
preferred." 

17th February, 1794. — "The officers are informed that the 
Marquis of Abercorn has approved of a Iiat at Ferris's, Ormoud 
Quay, Dublin, and such as may want will be supplied there any 
time, agreeable to the one fixed on. Lieut. -Colonel Knox has 
also sent his breastplate and sword as a pattern to Archer, 
sword cutler, Essex Bridge, Dabhn. Such officers as want 
these articles can be supplied by applying to Mr. Arclier." 

4th March, 1794. — " The officers of the Eoyal Tyrone Eegi- 
ment return their thanks to tha men of the regiment for tho 
alacrity with which tliey turned out yesterday when tho drum 
beat to arms. Their peaceable and good conduct dm-ing the 
day requires from their officers every expression of gratitude. 
The marked disapprobation shown by the men at the improper 
conduct of a few deluded and unthinldng men of a neighbour- 
ing regiment of militia reflects the highest praise on the 
Tyrone Begiment, Captain Bichardsou wants words to express 
his feelings on this occasion, which has happened during his 



temporary command of the regiment. He has not failed in 
making the proper representation of the good conduct of the 
soldiers to their friend, father, and colonel, the Marquis of 
Abercorn, to the Government of this kingdom, and to the field 
officers of the regiment. A gratuity, therefore, of half-a- 
crown will be paid to each private out of the funds of the 
regiment, in order to purchase a pair of trousers for each, so 
that every man may have three good pair. The sergeants of 
companies will be careful that this money is applied to . the 
above purpose." 

On the 5th March, 1794, a meeting was held in Strabane by 
the provost, burgesses and inhabitants, at which the following 
resolution was passed : — 

*' Eesolved unanimously, That the hearty thanks of this 
meeting be returned to the soldiers of the Eoyal TyroUe Eegi- 
ment, quartered in this town, for their steady and manly 
conduct yesterdf.y, when their attachment to their duty, their 
military obligations, and to their officers, were brought to the 
test, in donsequence of the criminal and highly improper 
behaviour of the militia of a neighbouring county. Eesolved, 
That as the manner in which they acquitted themselves on this 
interesting occasion merits praise, and must be highly grateful 
to themselves on reflection, being an example to every soldier of 
that regard which he ought to pay to his duty at all times, and 
more especially on similar occasions. 

' ** Eesolved unanimously. That the commanding officer be 
requested to communicate the above resolutions to the Eoyal 
Tyrone Eegiment, at this evening parade. — James HamttiTon, 
Provost." 

9th Mg^rch, 1794. — ** Lieutenant Colonel Knox assumes the 
command of the regiment at this time with particular pleasure, 
after the recent exemplary and most spirited conduct exhibited 
1^ the the men, and he desires to express to them his warmest 
satisfaction for the loyalty and good conduct displayed by them 
on every occasion, which cannot fail to endear them to their 
Sovereign, and to increase, if possible, the attachment of their 
officers. He has the pleasure to announce to them that the 
public service requiring a regiment of their description to move 
to the southward, they are to march shortly to the County of 
Waterford, and he is happy to inform them that it is one of 
the most plentiful and healthy quarters in the kingdom, and 
it must be highly flattering to the Eoyal Tyrone Eegiment that 
His Majesty is pleased to show this strong mark of his confi- 
dence in them, in thus placing them in a situation where they 



will have the honour probably of being the first to resist our 
enemies the French, in case they should be so hardy as to put 
their threats of an invasion in execution." 

On the 16th of March, the new arms suppUed to the regiment 
were issued to the different companies, but only to such men as 
were able to march with the regiment, and on Monday, the 
17th of March, the entire regiment left Strabane on the route 
for New Geneva and Waterford. It appears that after the 
first day's march, the regiment was to break into the following 
three divisions, namely —

Unfortunately, at this early period of mihtia life, long 
marches with heavy knapsacks and pouches well filled with 
ball cartridge were anything but pleasant. Not so now, from 
the convenience afforded by the railways for the conveyance of 
troops from one station to another, which is a great boon to 
the soldier, as he is neither foot- sore nor weary of the heavy 
burden of a knapsack. The regiment, it appears, did not 
reach its new quarters in Waterford until the month of April, 
and Capt. Mackay's, Capt. Dobbin's, and Capt, Moutray's com- 
panies did not leave Waterford for New Geneva until the 23rd 
of May. An alteration having taken place in the estabhshment 
of the regiment at this time by an increase in the number of 
men, the grenadier company was to consist in future of 3 ser- 
geants, 8 corporals, 2 drummers, 2 fifers, and 47 privates ; the 
light company, 8 sergeants, 8 corporals, 2 drummers, and 47 
privates ; and each of the other companies, 3 sergeants, 3 cor- 
porals, 2 drummers, and 48 privates. 

On the 4th of June, being the anniversary of His Majesty's 
birthday, the Eoyal Tyrone Eegiment fired a royal salute from 
their battahon guns, and three volleys in answer to the guns 
from Duncannon Fort. 

On the 16th June the following order was issued: — "The 
regiment to parade to-morrow at ten o'clock, precisely, and at 
twelve they will fire three volleys and three rounds from the 
battahon guns, in answer to the guns from Duncannon Fort, 
on account of the glorious successes of His Majesty's fleet 
under Lord Howe, who has taken six ships of the line, of 74 and 
80 guns each, and sunk two others." 
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Although several changes had taken place among the cap- 
tains and subaltern officers of the regunent smce its embodi- 
ment, I did not notice them, because I did not think it neces- 
sary on account of its being little more than a year embodied ; 
but now that an important change had taken place by the 
resignation of a field officer, I deem it worthy of being remarkad. 
Lieut.-Colonel the Hon. Thomas Knox having resigned his 
commission, the Marquis of Abercorn appointed Nathaniel 
Montgomery Moore, Esq., to be Lieut.-Colonel, whose com- 
mission as such was dated the 1st of June, 1794. 

The following is an extract taken from the regimental orders 
of the 8rd August, 1794. ** The Lieut.-Colonel observes, not- 
withstanding the number of cautions given, that the men going 
to mass of a Sunday, continue the shameful practice of running 
out of the chapel and getting drunk. Such a disgraceful practice 
obliges him to take some necessary measures to stop it ; and he 
trusts this caution will be sufficient to prevent him taking severe 
ones. He will, in the first instance, represent their conduct to 
the priest, and if contrary to his admonitions it is continued, he 
will not allow any men to go to mass at all, but keep them 
locked up in the barracks while the rest of the men are at their 
worship." A week previous to the regiment leaving Waterford 
for Galway, it was reviewed by Major General Craig, whose very 
flattering approbation of the appearance and good discipline of 
the regiment, was conveyed by Colonel Moore to the men, and 
was so pleasing to him, that he said it would be the highest 
gratification possible to the Marquis of Abercorn to know the 
result of the review yesterday. A rather amusing order was 
given in connection with the review a day or two before it took 
place — it is this: — ** The guard on the Eeviewing General on 
Thursday to consist of two tallest and handsomest men from 
each company of the battalion — Barron and Collins, of the 
Grenadiers ; Todd, of Captain Stewart's ; Eeilly and Gallagher, 
of Captain Crawford's ; and M* Avoy, of the Coionel's ; Sergeant 
Core, and Corporal M*Causland, the guard." 

The regiment next proceeded to Galway in two divisions, as 
follows : —

ThQ baggage was conveyed by water from Passage to Clonmel. 
I shottld have previously observed that on the march from Stra- 
bane to Waterford the men were daily supplied with refresh- 
ments by the ofBcers in charge of the several divisions, out of 
a fimd raised from men ballotted, bat not williug to serve in 
the regiment ; and also that at Christmas prior to their 
removal the Marquis of Abereorn directed that each volunteer 
shonld receive a crown ont of tLis fund. But at the time of 
the regiment leaving Waterford for Galway, the state of the 
fond not being sufficient to warrant a regular allowance to the 
men, it was left in the power of tlie officer commanding each 
division to give them some refreshment on the day of a long 
march, or in bad weather. 

On the arrival of the regiment at Galway, Lieut. -Colonel 
Moore was informed that the water in this town, if taken at 
improper places, was bad, and that some particular fish were 
supposed to be very unhealthy. The following is an extract 
taken from the orders of the 3rd September : — " The soldiers 
will therefore, for thefr own sake, bo careful on those two 
points^all water below the bridge is bad, and that made nee of 
should be taken up at low water, and as high up the river as 
possible. The fish called a ' Black Pollock ' is lorbid as much 
as possible." It is evident from this order how anxious Lieut. - 
Colonel Moore was for the preservation of the health of the 
men of the regiment. On the 6tli of September, a detachment 
consisting of 1 sergeant, 1 corporal, and 12 men was ordered 
to Oughterard for the care and protection of the barracks there ; 
and on the 10th, 1 subaltern, 2 sergeants, 2 corporals, 1 drum- 
mer, and 50 privates were sent to Tuam until the last of the 
month. From the arrival of the regiment in Galway up to 
the 16th of September the men appear to have been on billet, 
as on that day an order was issued for the occupation of the 
several barracks by tJie companies, in the following manner, 
namely : — the Grenadiers, Marquis's, Captain Dobbin's, and 
Captain Sinclair's, the Shamble Barracks ; Captain Stewart's 
and Captain Crawford's, the Castle Barracks ; and the Major's, 
Captain Bailie's, and Captain Moutray's, the Lombard Bar- 
racks. From the precautions ased at this time, it is most 
evident that a sudden attack by the French was feared on some 
part of the Irish coast, else such an order as the following 
would have been unnecessary ; — " In case of any alarm in the 
night, immediately on the drum beating to arms the companies 
will parade in thefr respeetivo sq^uares, two deep, and the com- 
manding officer of each barrack will send an officer to the 
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Colcmel Moore expects to see every officer complete in Lis 
regimental appointments." 

On the 16th, 17th, and 19th of March, recruiting parties, 
under the command of Captains Stewart, Sinclair, and Crawford, 
were sent to Dungannon, Strabane, and Newtownstewart. On 
the 20th parties were sent on the same dnity to Augher and 
Glogher, under Lieutenant Cluff, and on the 21st, a party to 
Aughnacloy, to be under the orders of Captain Stewart, stationed 
at Dungannon, for the augmentation of the regiment above 
mentioned. 

By this augmentation, which was to take place from the 1st 
of April, 1795, the strength of the regiment was increased to 
42 sergeants, 22 drummers, and 700 rank and file ; and not 
only had Lieut. -Colonel Moore great expectations from the 
recruiting parties which he had sent out to gather in the num- 
bers required to complete the regiment, by the" zeal and activity 
of the officers and men thus employed on that duty, but he also 
relied on the men of the regiment, from the account they could 
give of the treatment they received and the great care taken of 
them, that by writing to their friends in the county they would 
prevail on them to join the Eoyal Tyrone in preference to other 
regiments of militia, which at that time were beating up in 
Tyrone, as it appears, in order to complete their old establish' 
ment — shaving failed in their own counties. As an encourage- 
ment to the brothers, cousins, and relations of the men now in 
the regiment, Lieutenant- Colonel Moore "will give to each 
man who comes up and attests at the regiment, not under the 
size of 5ft. 6in., a present of one guinea, besides the guinea 
given by Government, and half-a-guinea to the brother or 
relation in the regiment who is the cause of bringing him up ; 
and if the recruit chooses shaU only be attested to serve during 
the present war with France, by which time probably the term 
of both their services will nearly expke together.** 

On the 80th of March the following appeared in the orders of 
that day : — **As the evening parades of the regiment will be the 
resort of the military and the ladies to admire the Tyrone Boys, 
the Lieut. -Colonel expects the men will come remarkably clean 
as well as in the morning — the hair to be well powdered, neat, 
and well done, and the shoes well blacked." 

Family money being at this time paid to those women who 
had remained at home, an order was issued on the 17th of 
April to officers commanding companies to send in a correct 
list of the married men whose wives had never left the county, 
in order to have the certificates fiUed up. ** They will mention 
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tlie time the huabani marched from tho county, the rmmber of 
children uiidor ten years of age, and if a volunteer or ballotted 
man, and if the latter, for what pariah. These certificates to 
be sent to the men's wives, who will get them signed by two 
magistrates, and the family money will then he paid, on pro- 
dncing the certificate at the Treasurer of the County's Ofiices, 
Omagh, from the day the husband left the county." It appears 
from a suhse(iuent order to the foregoing one that there was a 
eeoond class at that time entitled to family money or allow- 
ances from the county. The order was this ;■ — " Unmarried 
men, whoso fathers or mothers, from ago or infirmity, were 
rendered unable to get their bread and depended on them for 
support, or whose fathers and raotliers being dead, and their 
brothers or sisters being under the age of 10 years and depend- 
ing on them for then- support, those persons being then 
actually residing in the county, were to get cei-tificates for which, 
when signed by two magistrates and presented to the Treasurer, 
they would then receive payment." On the 26tli of April the 
Marquis's and Captain Dobbin's companies were ordered to 
Carrick- on -Shannon, and the Major's and Light Infantry to 
Boyle until further orders. The gunners of these companies 
marched with them to then" stations. The remaining sis com- 
panies were ordered to bold themselves in readiness to march 
on the shortest notice, either tha whole together or in detach- 
ments. On the 15th of May the regiment was to prepare to 
take the field on the shortest notice, and for this purpose tents 
for the officers were provided by the Government, hut a, stop- 
page for the price of them wae to ho made from the iisual 
allowances of bat, baggage, and forage money. On this order 
being issued, Lieut. -Colonel Moore recommended to such 
officers as were not akeady provided with camp beds that they 
would supply themselves forthwith, or take advantage of being 
in a seaport to got made by sailofs a cot to sleep in inside their 
tents. 

The 4th of June bciug the anniversary of his Majesty's birth- 
day, six companies at headqnai'ters, with thoir field pieces, 
assembled at Fort Hill and fired — the former three volleys, tho 
latter twenty-one rounds in Lonom- of tho day. The front of 
the Shamble Barrack was illuminated, and a ban-el of beer was 
placed at the door of each company's barrack that the men might 
drink the King's health, and treat their friends of tho town ; and 
aa it was a general day of rejoiciiig, and trusting to tho men's 
good comluct and behaviour, every liberty was given to them. 

On the Uth of June, the fii'st division of the Northampton 
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Fencibles arrived in Galwary, after a long march and voyage, 
when Colonel Moore expressed a hope " that the men of the 
E^al Tyrone Eegiment would treat them as brothers, and being 
strangers in the kingdom, they would give them every assistance 
in their power." 

The six companies remaining in Galway up to the 12th of 
June were now ordered to the following stations, viz : — Captain 
Crawford's to Ballina, Captain Bailie's to Newport, Captain 
John Richardson's to Westport, Captain Stewart's to Clare- 
morris, the Grenadiers to Elphin and Strokestown, and the 
Lieut. -Colonel's company to BaUinamore, in the County Leitrim. 
Each of these companies proceeded from Galway at three o'clock 
in the mornings of the 13th, 14th, 15th, 16th, 17th, and 18th of 
June. Westport being the head quarters of the regiment, the 
band was ordered there. 
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CHAPTEE II. 



^HE first intimation I fiii<l of tlio removal of the regi- 
l mcnt from these quarters to Dubliu ia Ijy an order of 
the 9th November, 1705, " a Captain of the Royal Tyrone 
Eegiment" for " tho Castio G-uard." The regiment at this 
time oocupied quarters in the following haiTacks, namely : — 
the Palantine Square, Abbey Street, and Custom House. On 
the 21st of November, detachments were ordered to Kathcool, 
Bwords, and Dunboyne, to be stationed there for one month. 
These detachments were relievc(3 on tho 19th of December. The 
foUowiug extract of a letter received by Lieut. -Colonel Moore 
from the Marquia of Abercorn, was communicated to the of&cers 
of the Eoyal Tyrone Regiment on the 19th of January, 1796 1— 
" I must heg you, while the regiment is at Dublin, to be par- 
ticttlary attentive to the strict coiTectness and uniformity of 
the dress in our ofQcers. They are not so well aware as I am 
how much regiments are distinguished by the minute observance 
of regimental propriety iu every point of their appearance. They 
must always wear white breeches, with regimental boots, and 
never any other waistcoat thau tho uniform. Their black stock 
must be always close and tight about their necks, and no bow 
or tie in sight, and these particulars must be observed, not only 
on parade but off. "WHle we are in Dublin, or camp, it will uof 
be in your power to grant leave of absence. That our regimcul 
is in all essential points excelled by none is doufalless owing ii 
some degree to the residence of the officers, and wliile at Dublin, 
or near it, that residence is more thau ever desirable. After- 
wards I hope we may give every indulgence possible. 
(Signed,)

Nothing worthy of notice then oceuiTcd with the Royal 
Tyi-ono Regiment from the date of the foregoing extract up to 
the 23rd of August, 1796, when JIajor General the Earl of Moira 
inspected the regiment, after which lie du-ectcd Major Cole 
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Hamilton, who was then in command, " to return his thanks 
and express his highest approbation at the conduct of the regi- 
ment in the field that day." He also assured the major that he 
had not seen such steadiness before in any regiment, and that 
the exactness with which the different evolutions were performed 
demanded his.warmest praise. On the 2nd of September, Lieut. - 
Colonel Moore, having joined from leave of absence, resumed 
the command of the regiment, which on the 12th of the same 
month was inspected by Major General Craig, who directed him 
to express his satisfaction to the officers and men of the regi- 
ment, and his approbation of their steadiness and exactness in 
their movements that day, notwithstanding the weather was so 
unfavourable. 

On the 28th of October, the regiment was ordered to hold 
itself in readiness to proceed to its winter quarters in Kells, 
Coothill, Old Castle, t and Trim, on the shortest notice. In 
consequence of this, six companies were ordered to march on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, the 1st and 2nd of November, as 
follows : —

It does not appear when the remaining four companies, which 
were removed to the Custom House barracks after the above had 
marched, left Dublin for Cootehill and Trim, but that they 
occupied these quarters is evident from the fact that the monthly 
returns were forwarded from them to the headquarters at Kells 
on the last day of each month. 

The enemy (the French) having dared to disturb the peace of 
this kingdom by attempting a landing in the south, the Royal 
Tyrone Regiment, on the 26th of December, 1796, was ordered 
to march forthwith to Cork. The following paragraph appears 
in connection with the orders of this removal : — ** The com- 
manding officer trusts that the men of the Royal Tyrone 
Regiment will show themselves on this occasion what they have 
always professed, and what they have been known for, steady 
and loyal." 

It appears that on the line of march towards Cork, five 
companies were halted for some days in Nenagh, and five in 
the town of Roscrea, and subsequently, on the 2nd of February, 
the regiment was to march to Limerick as its destined quarters, 
instead of Cork, except the flank companies which where to be 
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detached to form BeparatQ battalions. "Lieut, -Colonel Moore 
hoped the regiment woukl consider it as a particular favour 
shown to ite diacipliue nnd good bohavioTir to be tlius brought 
forward to the advanced part of the army, that it might not 
have to encounter the same fatiguing march it had before 
whenever the enemy may attempt a second mad invasion of this 
kingdom." On the Slat of January, 1797, the following estract 
from a general order issued from the Adjutant General'a office, 
Dublin, was circulated among the troops in this kingdom : — 
" His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant has desired the com- 
mander-in-chief to convey his thanks to the generals, officers, 
and soldiers who marched with so much alacrity towards the 
enemy. The spu'it of the troops, and the loyal exertion of every 
description of His Majesty's faithful subjects, warranted a well 
grounded hope that the enemy would have repented of hia 
rashness had he ventured to land. But at a time when so 
much praise is due to the troops, the commander-in-chief feels 
it his duty to point out to them the necessity of the most active 
attention of every individual to tlie aeparate duties of hia station, 
the attendance of officers with their regiments, a regular 
attent t th u- m and the proper subordination of ranks in 
their v d t For even th« bravery of the soldier, unless 

amenabi t d and on every occasion under control, ia 
more hk ly t t u:a to his own disadvantage than the public 
good.' 

On th igth f F bruary, 1797, the Eoyal Tyrone Regiment 
was ordered to be augmented forthwith to 1,000 men; therefore 
recruiting parties of officers, sergeants, corporals, and drummers 
were to he sent out immediately to the County Tyrone, for the 
purpose of raising the number of men re<iuired to complete the 
estahUahraent. The men were to be enlisted for " during the 
■war, and two months after, and to receive thi-ee guineas bounty, 
and the mai-ching guinea then allowed." The light infantry 
companies of the Tyi-one and Louth liegiraents marched from 
Limerick to Kilkenny, on Monda,y the 27tli of February. On 
the 4th of May the regiment was ordered to hold itself in 
readiness to march from Limerick to the following cantonments 
on the 10th and 11th of that month, viz : — three companies to 
Tarhert, three to Killarney, one to Dingle, one to Castleisland, 
and one to Traleo. This order was afterwards rescinded, ao 
that the regiment was not then removed. 

On the 6th of May, Major General Sir James Duff requested 
the commanding officers of rcgimeuta composing the Limerick 
garrison to acquaint the non- commission 2d officers and men of 
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their respective regiments, " that he had laid before the com- 
mander-in-chief their resolutions, expressing their sentiments 
of loyalty and determination to protect the Constitution of their 
country against all its enemies. Such principles cannot fail in 
securing them the love and gratitude of all loyal subjects, and 
their exemplary conduct wliile under his command entitled them 
to his warmest thanks and approbation." 

On the 8rd of June, the Marquis of Abercorn, in order to 
mark the distinguished loyalty and the soldier -like conduct of 
the Eoyal Tyrone Eegiment, and the meritorious example they 
so lately set to all other regiments, established a badge of merit 
in the regiment, to be worn by one hundred soldiers, selected 
from such men as had served full three years, in the proportion 
of ten to each company, two of whom only could be corporals. 

The candidates for such mark of honour were to be men who 
had never been punished, (or who having been punished had 
redeemed their characters by a subsequent series of the most 
exemplary conduct), or confined in the black-hole, of good cha- 
racter, and not an officer's servant. The merit of the candidates 
to be determined by a board consisting of the four senior officers 
off duty and the adjutant. 

Captains, or officers commanding companies, were to recom- 
mend to the board fifteen men of their respective companies, 
out of which number the board was to recommend to the Marquis 
ten of the most deserving ; the remaining five candidates were 
to be the first on the list in the event of vacancies. 

The order was to be distinguished by a silver medal, hung 
between the third and fourth button hole of the left lappel with 
a red ribbon, and with each medal a certificate on parchment, 
under the seal of the regiment, was to be delivered. 

The Marquis also bestowed medals as honorary rewards to 
such sergeants as he judged most deserving, and supemumary 
ones were to be issued to such soldiers as would distinguish 
themselves. This badge was to be established on the 4th day 
of June, 1797, in honour of the birthday of the then Most 
Gracious Sovereign, King George the Third. 

Having observed that the order of the 4th of May for the 
Tyrone Eegiment to hold itself in readiness to move to the 
cantonments stated therein hud been rescinded, on the 7th of 
June that order was renewed. Capt. C. Eichardson's company 
marched to Dingle, and on the 18th, two companies, Captain 
Stewart's and the Grenadiers, marched to Killarney, and the 
Major's, Captain Baillie'«, and Captain J. Eichardson's to 
Tarbert. On the 22nd, Captain Burnside's company marched 
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to Tralee, leaving two companies in Limerick, where they re- 
mained up to the 19th Septemher, when the Lieut.- Colonel's 
company marched for Castleisland, and the M(u:quis's, with the 
gunners, for Tarbert. 

As the regiment still occupied the foregoing quarters, nothing 
worthy of notice occurred, with this exception, that in the month 
of January previous, a soldier of the Tyrone Militia, while 
standing as a sentinel at Tralee, in the county of Kerry, was 
assassinated by a man disguised in woman's clothes — until the 
following letter was received : — 

** Dated DubHn Castle, 8rd March, 1798. 

Sir — Having taken the first opportunity of laying before the 
Lord Lieutenant, Major Arthur Cole Hamilton's letter of the 
10th instant, addressed to the Marquis of Abercorn, communi- 
cating the unanimous resolution of the officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, drummers, and privates of the Boyal Tyrone 
Kegiment of MiUtia, to subscribe the proportion of their pay 
therein stated towards the continuance and support of the 
present war, and adding, that if necessary they will continue 
the same during the war each year — I am commanded by His 
Excellency to signify to you his desu'e that you will communi- 
cate to the Royal Tyrone Regiment the high sense His 
Excellency entertains of this very signal and distinguished 
proof of its zeal and loyalty. 

I have the honor to be, sir. 

Your most obedient humble servant, 
Lieut.-Colonel Moore, PELHAM." 

Tyrone Militia, Tarbert. 

On receipt of this letter the following regimental order was 
issued, dated 18th March, .1798 : — ** Lieutenant- Colonel Moore 
has particular happiness in communicating to the officers, non- 
commissioned officers, drummers, and privates the foregoing 
letter he has received from the Right Honourable Mr. 
Pelham, in consequence of then* very handsome resolution of 
contributing towards the present exigencies of the Government 
to repel the attack of a most inveterate enemy, should they 
persist in invading these kingdoms. 

** As the several companies were unanimous in their loyalty, 
but dififer only in their endeavours who should excel most in 
their gifts, the Lieutenant- Colonel has adopted what he has 
conceived the easiest and most effectual, that of the most 
moderate companies, namely — seven days' pay from the non- 
commissioned officers, drummers, and privates, and fourteen 
from the officers— half mounting allowance being an unequal 
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sum, in consequence of the augmentation, and would fall heavy 
on the old soldiers and very light on the recruit. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Moore will not fail to communicate the loyalty and 
general good conduct of the men to their colonel, the Marquis 
of Ahercorn." 

The alarm now seeming to increase, not only from foes with- 
out but from foes within the kingdom, a garrison order was 
issued on the 10th of April, 1798, to the following effect, that 
8 captains, 6 subalterns, 6 sergeants, 6 corporals, and 150 
privates " will march this night, on a particular duty, with their 
knapsacks and blankets.'* These men were to march in three 
divisions, each division to be joined by a detachment of 
yeomanry, the whole to parade at the appointed time in 
the barrack yard at Tarbert. These three divisions were 
under the command of Captain Valiancy, Captain J. Eichardson, 
and Captain Johnston. 

The particular duty that these detachments were to be em- 
ployed on required the most perfect order to be at all times 
observed. "No party was to be detached without an officer, 
and the operation of each division was to be so regulated that 
they might mutually assist each other." One bugler accompa- 
nied each division on this duty. 

As there was every reason at this time to suppose that in 
the change of quarters likely soon to take place, the Tyrone 
might be included, and as it was probable the regiment might 
be moved at a very short notice, every measure possible was to 
be taken so as to prevent any unnecessary delay ; therefore, 
everything requisite for the men on the march was to be 
immediately provided. 

The regiment was not kept long in suspense with regard to 
change of quarters, as it was ordered to march to Cork on the 
] 8th of May following, leaving one company at Tarbert, until 
such time as the Sligo Militia, by whom it was relieved, should 
become acquainted with the exercise of the guns. 

The following extracts are taken from Sir Eichard Musgrave*s 
History of the L*ish Eebellion : — 

" As the United Irishmen in the neighbourhood of Ballymore- 
eustace were known to have an immense quantity of arms. 
Captain Beevor was sent there on the 10th of May, 1798, with 
detachments of the 9th Dragoons, the Tyrone, Antrim, and 
Armagh Mihtias, to compel a surrender of them, by living at 
free quarters. He had every reason to believe that he had 
completely succeeded in the object of his mission, as he received 
three thousand stand of arms of different descriptions, and, 
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particalat'ly.'as ou the moniiug of the 23rd of May four sergeants 
of United Ii-ishmen marched in their quota of men, eleven each, 
with their pikes on theh' shoulders, and received protections. 
This induced him to send oil' one hundred and twenty men of 
his garrison, and keep about i'orty to lighten the distress of 
the people who wore ohhged to maintain them. 

" About the hour of one o'clock, on the morning of the 24th 
of May, he was awakened by the ciy of a person that the rebels 
would have his blood ; and ou rising, two men rushed into hia 
bed-chamber, one armed with a pistol the other with a pilte. 
The former, who fired at him, very fortimately missed him, on 
which he seized a pistol, which, lay at hia bed-side, and shot 
him through the body. The other made a lunge at him with 
hie pike, which he strove to avoid and received but a slight 
wound in the shoulder. At that moment Lieutenant Futricksou 
{irriTed, and ran the captain's assailant through the body. 

" In the mean time the rebels set fire to several houses in 
which the soldiers were quartered, and, assisted by the owners 
who secreted their arms, murdered seven dragoous and loui- of 
the Tyrone Militia, and desperately wounded three of the ibrmei- 
and two of the latter. 

" At length Captain Beevor salUed out with twelve dragoons, 
and routed them in every dkection. Lieutenant M'Farland, of 
the Tyrone Militia, a most excellent othcer, was shot thi-ough 
the body and died. 

"Lieutenant Eadie, of the Tyrone Militia, who had been 
stationed for some mouths at Baliytore, was ordered on the 
morning of the 24th of May to join his company at Calveratown. 
Having proceeded with twenty-three privates by Narraghmore, 
he received a pressing invitation there to breakfast, which was 
Tery unfortunate, as by that delay he was prevented fi'Om 
arriving in time to save the lives of tho loyalists. 

"He had not proceeded far with his party when he heard the 
shouts of the savages, exulting over theii- victims as they con- 
Teyed them for execution. 

"Lieutenant Eadie placed hisruen behind a low wall, and when 
the savages came within thh-ty yards gave them a volley which 
Hlled many of them. 

" The rebels, after then- defeat by Lieutenant Eadie, retreated 
to Baliytore, when they gained a reinforcement of many thou- 
eande, and learning from their scouts that he (Lieut. Eadie) 
had missed the road to Calverstown, they pursued him. 

" General Campbell having received intelhgence that the 
rebels were in great force in Btillytore, when ho entered it he 
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found it deserted by every male except LIr. Francis Jolinston, 
a surgeon ; and as some of the Tyrone Regiment had repeatedly 
seen him commanding the rebels, the sight of him kindled such 
indignation in them that one of them bayonetted him through 
the breast, on which he fell, but rising again and with many 
oaths asserting his innocence, five of the Suffolk Fencibles shot 
him. 

** On the 9th of June the Tyrone light companies were en- 
gaged in the battle of Arklow." 

I regret exceedingly that so little mention is made of the 
Tyrone Militia in any history of the Irish rebellion which I have 
seen, as from my childhood I have often listened to the most 
thrilling narratives, told by the men of the light companies who 
had served through the rebellion, and who had witnessed the 
death of many of their comrades in the several engagements 
they had been in, and amongst the rest at Gorey and Vinegar- 

Hm. 

One of those men was a Sergeant John Reilly, who was 
discharged on pension in 1815, and who only died a few years 
ago at Newtownstewart, in the County of Tyrone ; another was 
Sergeant Robert Blair, who died while on the staff in Caledon, 
and whom I have often heard sing a song, the concluding lines of 
one verse being 

*• Dundas cried out with all his might 
Tyrone Boys take the field." 

A third was a Sergeant Pat. Walls, who was discharged on 
pension from the staff in Caledon, and a fourth was Sergeant 
John Mullen, who also died in Caledon after receiving a pension. 
I could name many others who belonged to the Tyrone light 
companies and who served through the rebellion. 

The following circular was received from the Adjutant 
General's office : — 

"Dublin,llth June, 1798. 

** The very rapid succession of gallant actions, which have 
almost daily been reported to Lieutenant- General Lake, has 
prevented his doing the justice to the army under his command 
which his feelings have prompted, by offering to them the 
public thanks due to their services. He most gratefully offers 
those thanks to the several generals, officers, and privates who 
have so highly distinguished themselves by their valour and 
good conduct ♦in the trying engagements at Naas, Kilcullen, 
Hacketstown,Taragh-hill, Kildare, Rathangan, Mount-Kennedy, 
Carlow, Newtownbarry. Ross, Antrim, Ai-klow, and also in the 
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" Tlie gentlemen cf tbe Yeomanry Corps liavo ako noted in 
a manner no exemplary that General Lake cannot but consider 
tJie safety of the kingdom in the present struggle to have been 
essentially supported by their coui'age, loyalty, and indefatigablB 
exertions. 

" G. HEWITT, Adjutant-General." 

In reference to the latter clause of the foregoing circular, I 
think it not out of place to introduce in this record the opinion 
of another general officer with regard to the loyalty of the 
yeomon_iu four of the counties of the province of Ulster, which 
I tronacribe £i'om Sir Kichard Musgiave's History of the Irish 
Bebellion. It is aa follows : — 

" In the counties of Fermanagli, Tyrone, DeiTy, and Armagh 
tliere were fourteen thousand yeomen, and most of them Orange- 
men ; and they were so loyal and so well disciplined that 
General Knox, who commanded tct Dungannou, reported in the 
Bummer of 1798, that he would rest tlie safety of these counties 
on their fidelity and bravery ; and niueh to the honour of the 
Presbyterians three-fourths of them were of tliat order. 

" In Tyrone there were about five thousand yeomen, the 
majority of whom were Presbyterians, and there were about 
four thoasand two hundred Orangemen among them." 

At eight o'clock in the evening of the 5th of October, 1798, 
the garrison at Cork, of which tiie Eoyal Tyrone Militia was 
one of the regiments, fired a feu dcjuie in houom: of the glorious 
victory obtained by the British Pleet, under the command of 
Admiral Lord Nelson, over the French Fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

The Marc[uia of Abercorn haying commanded the Eoyal 
Tyrone Eegiment of Militia from its embodiment up to the 
month of November, 1798, now I'esigued, when Lord Viscount 
Oorry was appointed colonel commandant, and was expected to 
arrive in Cork on the 13th November to succeed the Marquis, 
and his lordship having arrived aa expected, all reports were 
ordered to be made to him. 

The regiments at this time stationed in Cork were the fol- 
lowing, namely — Berwick Dragoons, 41st Foot, 60th Foot, 
Tyrone Mditia, Westmeath, Galway, and Meath Militias — 
General Officer of Brigade, Major General Myers. 

Cork, 1st December, 1798. — " Wiienever the regiment is 
ordered to march with light baggage, the men are only to cari-y 
the following articles, namely — a pan.- of shoes, soles and heels. 
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two shirts and a comb, in a small bag that will be provided, 
which is to be rolled up in their blankets. The knapsacks to be 
left behind under the care of a careful non-commissioned 
ofl&cer, and will always be brought forward to the men when in 
a settled situation. The sixty rounds of ammunition to be 
carried in pouches and magazines ; with this and three or four 
days provisions the men will find themselves much loaded, but 
not too much to prevent their marching with rapidity if neces- 
sary. It is also recommended to the ofl&cers to provide them- 
selves in some similar manner, as in case of an active campaign 
in this country they will often be reduced to the blankets for a 
covering, and the haversacks for provisions." 

16th December. — I find a memorandum for the sergeant- 
major — it is as follows: — " The sergeants at all times to appear 
with clean leather gloves, and leather sWord knots on the 
swords; when off duty to carry sticks in their hands. The 
corporals doing lance sergeants' duties to wear their epaulettes 
as corporals, and the lance corporals to have two bars of lace 
edged with blue across the right arm ; those bars will be issued 
by Lieutenant Anderson." 

It appears there was a want of uniformity in the swords worn 
by the ofl&cers of the Tyrone Eegiment at this time, and there- 
fore Lord Corry expressed a wish that the officers in future 
should have the regulation swords, and as they were to be had 
in Cork, he would be glad they could be provided as soon as 
possible. There was to be no distinction in the swords worn 
by the field officers, staff, or fiank company officers from those 
of the battalion. 

4th January, 1799. — " After the officers have examined the 
arms, dress, and appointments of their companies every 
morning, they will put their companies through the manual 
exercise, prime and loading motions, and fire several times. 
The officer who exercises the company, as well as the supernu- 
meraries in the rere, will be particularly careful that the motions 
are performed with attention and care, that the men are steady 
and upright under arms, and send all those who are not to the 
daUy drill." 

Memorandum. — 7th January, 1799.—" The bags for the men's 
light baggage to be delivered to the companies to-morrow, and 
on Thursday next the regiment will appear in marching order 
with them instead of the knapsacks. They are to be folded in 
the blankets which are not to be increased in the length by them. 
The blankets are only to be used on guard for the men to sleep 
in, and not to be used as a covering while on sentry or patrole ; 
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non-commisaioned officers on gaard are to be responsible tbat 
this is attended to. 

"Fevers increasing amongst the men, tbe sergeants are di- 
rected to attend to the cleaning of tho barracks aud fumigating 
the rooms and galleries with gunpowder, which will be delivered 
from the stores for that purpose." 

From the concluding part of this memorandum, the anxiety 
of Lord Corry for the preservation of the health of tho men of 
the Eoyal Tyrone Eegiment is moat apparent, and ia worthy of 
all praise, as it manifests tbe regard he had for those under his 
command, that they might not suffer through a want of 
attention to cleanliness in their harraclc rooms. 

The following letter, dated Adjutant General's office, Dublin, 
nth January, 1799, appeared in garrison orders at Cork on the 
18th January in that year. It ia as follows : — 

" Sir — In conHequence of rep e a tod rep re sen tat ions made unto 
Lord Cornwallia respecting the duties of the troops, His Excel- 
lency deaires you will make such arrangements and issue such 
positive orders as shall prevent the soldiers in the forces under 
your command being at any time called on to perform any 
that can leave him less than two nights in bed, the present 
state of quiet in this countiy rendering it unnecessary that they 
should he exposed to greater fatig-ue." 

Nothing worthy of uotice having occurred in the orders of tho 
regiment from the 18th of January, the following appeared in 
the garrison orders of the 10th February, 1799 : — 

" Notwithstanding all the orders given for the cleanliness and 
regularity of the harracka, tho quartermaster- general at hia 
inspection found great fanlt. As the health of the men depends 
BO much on this essential point, the officers who visit the 
barracks and the officers of com.panies mmst be more minute 
in their inspection, and when tiioy have occasion to find fault 
they wUl not quit the barracks until the non-commissioned 
officers have th«m repaired. Tbe beds are to he constantly 
folded up in tho manner shown by the quartermaster- general, 
and the coals are to he put in tbe coal-bosea and not tin-own 
on the floor. Tho hoilera are never to ho iised for any other 
purpose than boiling th t als and the sergeants ore to be 
responsible that the ha a k w men ttend particularly to this. 
All the small temper arj fl e jla s a o ordered to betaken down. 
The officers and sergeant m t s t their shoulders to work to 
have the barracks in com^let d r as they will be frequently 
visited by the quarte m t en al. The quart orma.ster- 
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sergeant to go tlirough the barracks once each day, and report 
anythmg contrary to these orders. Agreeable to the standing 
orders of the regunent, no sergeant's or corporal's wife can be 
employed as mess-woman or cook in the barracks. Officers 
commanding companies will immediately discharge such as 
may be thus employed, and employ the wives of the privates. 
The Eoman Catholic clergymen have signified that the soldiers 
of their religion may eat meat four days in each week during 
Lent, the messes to lay in meat accordingly." 

My reason for introducing the foregoing order into the record 
of the Tyrone Militia is to show the care and anxious concern 
of the authorities for the health of the troops under their com- 
mand, at this crisis of our country's history when the spirit of 
rebellion was not yet fully subdued, and as it appears from the 
following circular from the adjutant-general's office, Dublin, 
21st February, 1799, that our (then) enemy, the French, was 
still exciting and fomenting this spirit of rebellion in the hearts 
and minds of the disaffected Irish, such precautions were un- 
doubtedly necessary to keep the troops in that state of health 
which would enable them on a short notice to take the field. 
Circular alluded to — ** Sir — It being now certain that the enemy 
is rising every exertion to fit out another and more formidable 
armament destined to act against this country, I am directed 
by His Excellency the Marquis Cornwallis, to refer you to the 
standing orders of the 12th of April, 1797, etc., to desire you will 
take the necessary measures for ascertaining whether the several 
regiments under your command be complete in every article 
requisite for march against an enemy, and for procuring a supply 
of their respective deficiencies, should any such at this late 
period exist, etc. The Lord Lieutenant desires you will point 
out to the commanding officers of regiments the indispensable 
necessity of the utmost precision on the subject, and their 
responsibility for the complete equipment of their men for the 
field. I am further directed by His Excellency to desire that 
you will order all officers now absent, not recruiting, or under 
very strong circumstances, to be immediately called to their 
regiments, and that you will not forward any further memorial 
for leave of absence, except in such very extraordinary cases as 
you may judge necessary to attend to. 

"I have the honor to be etc, etc., etc.,

In consequence of thia general order to be in readiness to 
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tako the field against tha cxpcctail enemy, the following regi- 
mental aTTaugemcuts wera to take place and to be doly 
attended to. 

The present men called Pioneers were to be henceforth called 
Camp Coloar Men, and to march each with a camp colour, and 
to carry their arma and accoutrements on march, and to be 
formed in oue section in the rere under their present sergeant 
and corporal, while the following men were to be called Pioneers, 
and were to march at the hend of the regiment, having in 
charge the car, with the iutreuchiug tools, hatcheta and aaws ; 
they were to wear the Pioneers' caps and aprons on all parades 
and on march, and whose buaioess waa to open gaps and remove 
obstacles out of the way of the column : — 

Corporal Eobinsou, Henry M'Elhanna, Grenadiers ; OUver 
Kelly, Captain John Bichardson's ; Edward Slevin, Major's ; 
Pat. Murray, Colonel's ; Wilham M'Cristall, Capt. Johnston's ; 
Michael Loy, Captain Bmnside's ; Andrew Carson, Captain 
M'Causland's ; Michael Mallon, Captain Charles Richardson's ; 
and Walter M'Fadden, Lieut. -Colonel's company. 

In the mouth of March, 1799, Captain Baillie had received a 
letter from Lord Corry, in which his lordship expressed a wish, 
at the same time accompanying that wish with an order, that 
the officers should complete themselves immediately with the 
new Bword, and one of the new coats with the pattern buttons, 
BO that in case of an immediate inspection or review the whole 
might be uniform, as by tlie middle of April hia lordship expected 
that the very old coats of the oiBcers would be worn out, and 
8Uoh as were not were to be altered to the new shape, haying 
the new pattern buttons, so that by the 20th of April there 
should not be a second sort of regimentals. 

In connexion with this order, I find that on the 11th of April 
the commanding officers of regioients were to remind the officers 
that the day was approaching in which they were to appear in 
their new uniform and swords, and as they had such long notice 
it was expected none of the old uniforms nor swords would bo 
seen on parade or in the streets, as there might yet bo an 
inspection before the 20th of April, and if so they must appear 
in their new appointments. 

The Pi'ench still threatening to join the Irish rebels in this 
kingdom, an order from the Assistant Adjutant-General's office, 
Cork, dated 12th April, 1799, was promulgated to the general 
officers commanding brigades, in which it was stated that " in 
the event of an enemy lauding in this kingdom, they were 
atriotly enjoined to prevent any women from accompanying the 
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army on its march, that they were to be left behind in charge 
of the oJEcer who remained with the heavy baggage of the 
regiment, and who was to pay them 4d. per day for their support, 
and 6d. per week for lodging. This order Lieutenant-General 
Lake called the particular attention of the general officers of 
brigades to, and to enforce the due execution of it in the 
strongest manner." 

By a general order dated Cork, 6th of May, 1799, the several 
regiments in the southern district were to hold themselves in 
readiness to march at a moment's warning, agreeable to Lieut- 
General Lake's orders of the 80th of September, 1798, and in 
consequence of this order the men of the Royal Tyrone Regiment 
were forthwith to be completed to sixty rounds of baU cartridge 
and two flints each per man ; they were also to have the bags 
with their light baggage rolled in their blankets, so as to be 
ready on a moment's notice to march. 

Major General Myers having signified his intention to Lord 
Corry that he would inspect the Royal Tyrone Regiment on 
Monday the 18th of May, and that his inspection would be very 
minute with respect to the clothing and arms of the regiment, 
" his lordship therefore expects that the general will have no 
occasion to find fault with the appearance of the men at the 
review, that their coats will be mended, and their breeches and 
leggings good. The officers to appear in boots, with sword-knots 
on their swords, gorgets with purple rosettes, and clean buff 
leather gloves, and in future the gorgets to be worn by the 
officers on guard." 

After this review. Major General Myers requested Lord Corry 
to express his approbation to the officers and men of the Tyrone 
Regiment for their steady and soldier-like appearance in the 
field on this occasion. 

Lieutenant- Colonel Moore having resigned on the 80th of 
April in this year, Lord Corry was pleased to appoint Major the 
Honourable A. C. Hamilton, Lieutenant- Colonel, and the Hon. 
Du Pre Alexander to be Major — ^both commissions dated 11th 
June, 1799. 

It having been represented to Lord Corry that several men 
of the Tyrone Regiment had behaved in a very unsoldier-like 
manner, attended with a great degree of impertinence, at the 
public office, respecting the National Bank Notes which had 
been issued as subsistence by an order of Government instead 
of the Bank Notes of the town of Cork, which were not 
negotiable except under particular circumstances, and that 
the soldiers of no other regiment had behaved in this 
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manner, Lord Corry therefot-e directed tliat the officer a 
commanding and paying companies would take every possible 
means to explain to theii' meu " that should they have any 
dispute relative to the passing of National Notes for things 
pui'chnBed by them, that they bring the person who rofusea to 
the ofBce of Mr. Courtney, who would explain the matter to 
the aatiafaction of both parties," 

Lord Corry hoped " that the men on such occasions would 
show every civility and good naanners, and not by foolish and 
impertinent behaviour, such as Corporal Shaw exhibited that 
day, bring disgrace on the regiment, aa a little perseverance 
would bring the National Bank Notes into full circulation, and 
be the means of pi'oducuig plenty of gold and silver," 

On the 30th of June I find the following regimental order 
issued ; — 

" The regiment to parade to-morrow in marching order, the 
long roll and bugle to sound at seven o'clock. The officers to 
appear with their haversacks and canteens, and the men with- 
out powder, the hair well combed and neatly clubbed and very 
smooth. A review of necessaries will take place when the regi- 
ment returns, in order that such men as have not their marching 
necessaries in their bags may Le punished. At the morning 
inspection the officers are to examine the cap cases, as many of 
the men have made a practice of stuffing their cases with rags, 
and putting their caps in their knapsacks. The commandiiig 
officer of the regiment most strictly forbids any ribbon, flower, 
or mark of distinction of any club or society in the regiment 
whatever being worn to-morrow, except the order of merit of 
the regiment. He will be much concerned if he finds himself 
placed under the necessity of punishing or finding fault with 
any of the regiment for disobedience of this order." 

Towards the latter end of the month of July in this year, the 
Lord Lieutenant was expected to visit the garrison at Cork, and 
there was every reason to suppose he would inspect the troops 
in garrison ; Lord Corry therefore requested " that the officers 
would be particularly attentive to see that the men's coats were 
properly mended, and that every man had a good pair of 
breeches, and their arms in proper order, as the officers could 
not pay too great attention to those points at thek daUy in- 
apection. And with respect io the officers themselves, his 
tordship not only hoped but expected the greatest uniformity 
would be observed in their dress, agreeable to the orders of the 
regiment, that their hats would be worn with the proper part 
in front and over the right eye, and that no part of the hinder 
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cocks would be brought to the front ; they were also to wear 
roses on the hair, to have regimental swords and sword knots, 
which latter was to be worn constantly from that day, and to 
have uniform long boots." 

It being notified that His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
would arrive in Cork about the hour of eleven o'clock on the 
3rd of August, a guard, consisting of 1 sergeant, 1 corporal, 
and 12 privates, was ordered to mount immediately on his 
arrival. On the following day he inspected the troops in 
garrison, and on the 5th of August ** Major General Myers was 
commanded to communicate to them His Excellency's entire 
satisfaction with the soldier-like and good appearance of the 
men in the field ; and in addition he, Major General Myers, 
begged them to accept his thanks for their steadiness." 

In connexion with His Excellency's and Major General 
Myers* expression of approbation to the troops in garrison. 
Lord Corry also had the satisfaction of informing the Tyrone 
Eegiment that their particular steadiness had not passed un- 
observed by him that day, and in consequence of which, he 
directed that aU prisoners, with the exception of a man named 
James Doran, be released from their confinement, "trusting 
that the praise their comrades had that day received would 
stimulate them to good behaviour, so that they would not 
subject themselves to such constant confinement, which in 
the end becomes disgraceful to a soldier." Lord Corry adds 
" the officers of the regiment are most particularly entitled to 
my best thanks, for their great attention to the general prin- 
ciples of manoevures and exercise as ordered by the general 
officer, and for the very particular manner in which they 
marched past and saluted His Excellency." 

On the 12th of August, 1799, the following general order was 
issued from the Adjutant General's office, Cork : — 

Tyrone Militia, Caithnes\ ** Lieut. -General Lake desires 
Legion Fencibles, Netting- you will order the regiments men- 
ham Fencibles, Devon and Uioned in the margin to hold 
Cornwall Fencibles, Louth themselves in readiness to march 
Mihtia. y at a moment's notice, agreeable 

to the printed regulations of the 12th of April, 1797. 

** Should there be any difficulty in procuring cars to carry 
the baggage of the regiments, the general desires you wiU please 
to order them to bo immediately pressed, but if they can be 
procured whenever they may be required, there is no necessity 
for getting them until the regiments are ordered actually to march. 

Major General Myers. " N. Massey, A. General." 
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In oonsequQnce of ths foregoing general order, the foUowiDg 
morning regimental order was isBueil. 

" The Tyrone Kegimeut being one of those orilered by the 
MariiTiia Coruwallis to march in the event of the appearance of 
the enemy on the coast of this kingdom, it is the commanding 
of&cer'B orders that the regiment- holds itself in snch a state of 
readiness as to move on the shortest notice. The regiment to 
parade mitil further orders, morning and evening in marching 
order, and to take only their light baggage and camp equipage. 
The oflicers are most particularly requested to take nothing hut 
a very small portmanteau with then- blankets, for which pm-pose 
a few cars will be appointed. 

" When the regiment pitches its tents for a night or two, 
only one private tent will be allowed for the officers of one 
company, and in case cf a longer stay on the same ground the 
marquees will he put up if necessary. Lieutenant Boirreau, 
Sergeant Samuel Ifauley, and Sergeant M'Crossan to remain 
m Cork with the hea\-y baggage and women ; particular orders 
will be given for his conduct. 

" Surgeon's-mate Burkitt to remain with the sick, and 
Burgeon Sinclair will move with the regiment ; a car will be 
appointed for his medicine chest. All officers' servants, while 
the regkaent remains in its present state of readiness, to be 
properly dressed as soldiers, so that ihoy may bo ready to fall 
into the ranks on the first alarm. No excuse whatever will be 
allowed for any servant being left behind on any business of his 
master's. The officers will do right to send as soon as possible 
their heavy baggage, or such as they may not want, to the 
regimental store. All officers offi duty to attend the morning 
parades, and one officer of each company in the afternoon, 
when constant inspections, morning and evening, are to take 
place of the men's necessaries ; and too much care cannot be 
paid to the articles of shoes, soles and heels. Each company 
will find the advantage in the event of a long march to have a 
few pah- to take with them. Buch ammunition as may he 
damaged in the men's pouches to be changed immediately for 
good, and each man will be supplied with a good flint fi.-om 
store on application to Sergeant Bragg. The marksmen of each 
company, and all the sergeants, to have powder iu their hair, 
which wUl be issued on application to Sergeant Bragg. 
Sergeant Mercer, with tho camp colour men, to form the 
constant baggage guard, whioh will be increased as circumstances 
may require each day, hut the whole will always he commanded 
by an officer. The men to cook two days' provisions to-morrow, 
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so that thoy may have one day's cold to carry in their haver- 
sacks." 

14th August, 1799. — " When the regiment marches on the 
supposition to meet the enemy, no women is on any account to 
accompany it ; should any he found disobeying this order, she 
will be punished with the utmost severity. Agreeable to the 
orders of Government each woman is to receive fourpence per 
day, and sixpence per week lodging money, during the absence 
of her husband ; twopence per day of which is to be paid by 
the soldier, and will become a charge against him. The officer, 
left in charge of the baggage will have the payment and arrange- 
ment of this, as well as the subsistence of the sick men. His 
first care will be to put all the women and children out of the 
barracks, and the sick to be collected into rooms as convenient 
as possible. The remainder of the barracks to be dehvered 
to the barrack-master, taking his receipt for them and the 
furniture. The convalescents and men not able to march to be 
placed as guards on the several barracks until delivered up ; 
and if the officer and sergeant left behind are attentive and 
active to this part of their duty, there will be no charge for loss 
of furniture, which would fall heavily on the married people. 
Whenever the regiment is ordered to march, the convalescents 
and men that are to remain behind will assemble in the rere of 
the regiment, with their arms under the command of the 
officer and sergeant appointed to command them, when he will 
receive further directions." 

Cork, 23rd August. — " The men of the Tyrone Eegiment in 
the Bridge Barrack to remove to-morrow to Jamieson's Barrack, 
which has been completely washed, cleaned and put in repair — 
the former barrack being condemned — and in order to preserve 
the cleanliness and health of the latter, the men are to eat their 
dinner and breakfast in the large cooking shed, which is also to 
be kept clean. No tables to be admitted into the barrack 
rooms. All washing and smoothing to be done in the shedding. 
Women transgressing this order to be turned out of the barracks. 
The yard to be kept very clean, where there are two pumps, one 
for common uses, and of which the water is not to be drank by 
the men, the other is the water from the pipes, and comes in 
every second day. Barrels will be prepared for the purpose of 
being filled. The officers who visit the barracks are to see this 
order carried out." 

4th September. — ** In consequence of the order for completing 
the light company forthwith, each battalion company will 
furnish two men for that service. They must not be under five 
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feet seven inches, and twelve months in the regiment, well 
made and active. Volunteers from each company to be 
preferred. They are to be inspected by Lord Corry on the 
morning parade to-morrow in order to be shown to General 
Myers, and, if approved of, their accounts to be made up to the 
14th instant inclusive, on which day they will be transferred 
from their present companies, and to be marched by a commis- 
sioned officer and sergeant, so as to arrive at Athlone on the 
14th. A copy of the men's accounts to be signed by the 
commanding officer and given with their subsistence to the 
sergeant, who is to account for the same with the captain of the 
light company.'* 

8th September. — The troops composing the garrison were 
ordered to be under arms at seven o'clock in the evening of the 
9th, to fire a feu-de-joie for the great success of His Majesty's 
arms, under the command of Sir Ealph Abercrombie, K.B. 

16th September. — **The regiment being now complete with 
cues, the officers in examining their companies at morning and 
evening parades, were to give the greatest attention possible to 
the manner in which the men dressed their hair, and to punish 
every neglect. The men were to be as well powdered at every 
evening parade as at the morning. The officers are to take 
particular care that their cues were not too far from the head, 
and that the whole are tied at the same distance, and that the 
cues are at all times well polished." 

The following garrison orders appeared on the 18th Sept. : — 

" The irregular conduct of officers in quitting their guards 
until regularly relieved, causes Major General Myers in the 
most positive manner to order that no officer quits his guard 
on any pretence whatever without orders, either day or niglit. 
The officers must dine at their guard rooms, examine all reliefs 
before they march off, and take the most decided means for 
every person under their orders doing their duty correctly and 
with activity ; and it having been represented to Major General 
Myers that the men are permitted to go home to their dinners 
from their guards, it is his most positive orders that such un- 
military practices are not to be allowed in future, and the officers 
• commanding guards are to caU the roUs every half-hour, and 
not permit a man to be absent on any account. Should any 
men of the guard be taken sick, they are immediately to be 
replaced by a man from the same regiment." 

The annexed circulars from Dublin Castle, and from the 
Adjutant-General's office, Dublin, of the 9th and 12th of 
November, 1799, were addressed to Lieut.-General Lake, of the 
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Southern District at Cork, to make known to the troops under 
his command. 

** Sir — The failing of the corn harvest rendering it peculiarly 
important to preserve the potato crop from injury, Lord Com- 
wallis desires you will direct the commanding officers of the 
corps in your district to permit the soldiers under their 
command to give such assistance in digging the potatoes in the 
neighbourhood of their respective quarters, as may be afforded 
without material prejudice to the service. 

** I have the honor to be, etc., 

"E. B. LITTLEHALES.*' 

" I am directed by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to 
desire that you will give immediate orders to the troops under 
your command to discontinue the use of powder or flour, until 
further orders, the late general bad harvest having rendered 
this measure indispensable. 

** I have etc., etc., 

" G. NUGENT, A.-General." 

Cork, 15th Nov., 1799. — Lieut. -Colonel Hamilton being now 
in command, directs that ** every regulation of parade and 
dress ordered by Lord Corry be most strictly attended to, as he 
is determined to punish those who neglect it, as he is respon 
sible to his lordship to deliver the regiment on his return in the 
same good order it was in at his departure. The attention and 
early attendance of all officers at morning and evening parades 
is now more necessary than ever, in consequence of the soldiers 
not wearing powder. The officers are du-ected to pay great 
attention to the dress of the men's hair without powder — that it 
is wellfgreased and smooth, the side locks let grow longer and 
well put back with the grease, and the cues to be cloiser to the 
head than with the powder." 

Cork, 20th Nov., 1799. — ** Li case of any alarm in the gar- 
rison, the drums of the main guard to beat to arms through 
the principal streets, and those of each regiment through their 
respective quarters. The guards will immediately double their 
sentries, and the remainder of the guard stand to their arms. 

" The several regiments will assemble at their respective 
alarm posts, and there wait for further orders. As soon as 
they are assembled, each regiment to send an officer to head- 
quarters, viz : — ^the Artillery in their own barrack yard to man 
the light six-pounders, the horses of which are to be harnessed 
but not taken out of tiieir stables ; the Berwick Caveli^ on the 
Grand Parade ; the Tyrone Regiment at the lower end of 
Patrick Street ; the Antrim Regiment in the Old Barrack yard ; 
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and the Oarlow Begiment on the Terrace or South Parade." 

Nothing beyond the mere routine of the daily parades and 
guard-mounting having occurred in the interim, I now come 
in my research to the close of the year 1799, and find a refe- 
rence to what would be expected from the men of the Eoyal 
Tyrone Begiment by Lieut. -Colonel Hamilton, expressed as 
follows : — " The approaching holidays, it is hoped, will be 
passed over by the men of the regiment with the same order 
and good behaviour which has always marked their conduct on 
such occasions. To-morrow being Christmas Day, the whole 
of the regiment will attend divine service at their places of 
worship. The men's dinner will not be until three o'clock, 
when tiie officers of each company will attend at their respec- 
tive barracks to see that the men sit down comfortably to it, 
and give such orders as they may think necessary for their 
enjoying themselves with propriety in their barrack rooms. 
There will be no evening parade, but the rolls to be called 
before the men go to dinner in the barracks." On the 26th of 
January, 1800, the following brigade order was issued at Cork, 
which appears to have been the first in reference to volunteer- 
ing from the Irish Militia to serve in regiments of the line, the 
British army being then engaged in war with France. It was 
as follows : — 

*' Major-General Myers cannot for a moment doubt that the 
regiments of Irish Militia will not be actuated by the same 
principles and spirit that have so eminently distinguished their 
brethren in England, and that they will not as readily step 
forward and testify their loyalty at this moment that promises 
80 much honour to the troops intended for general service, and 
which must eventually render so essential service to their 
country. Commanding officers will assemble their regiments 
by companies, read and explain most fully to them the general 
orders, and use their utmost to encourage their men to partake 
of their share in a contest wherein the honour, virtue, and 
courage of Great Britain have been so eminently displayed, and 
promises so glorious a finish to the war. 

" It is ordered that where more than the number required 
turn out as volunteers that a draft be made by lot for those to go. 

" To prevent any kind of irregularity, the soldiers are di- 
rected, after having determined on the regiments they wish to 
serve in, to report the same to the sergeant-majors of their 
regiments, who wilL keep a roll of their names and selected 
regiments, and as soon as a reasonable number have turned 
oat they will be inspected, their accounts settled, their bounty 
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paid, and they will as soon as possible be sent to the regiments 
they have made choice of. Government has detenmned on the 
bonnty, the orders will be explained to them, and notiiing 
remains but their naming the regiments they wish to serve in. 

*' Major-General Myers makes no doubt that the reports he 
shall have to make of the regiments under his command will 
fully justify the idea he has hitherto entertained of their ardent 
desires for actual service. In the meantime, the utmost regu- 
larity and discipline will be expected, and he hopes on this 
occasion to experience the same order and good conduct which 
have hitherto distinguished the troops under his command.*' 

When this order was made known to the Eoyal Tyrone 
MHitia, who up to this time remained in Cork as its head 
quarters, the result was, that on the 81st January, 1800, no less 
a number than 227 men volunteered their services to regiments 
of the line from the nine companies then present as follows, 
viz. : — 

From the Coloners company, 16 men ; Lieutenant Coloners, 
81 ; Major's, 81 ; Captain J. Richardson's, 88 ; Captain Charles 
Eichardson's, 27 ; Captain Bumside's, 17 ; Captain Johnston's, 
18 ; Captain M'Causland's, 84 ; and Captain Bailie's, (tiie 
Grenadiers,) 20 — total, 227. 

These volunteers all joined the 1st Royals, with the exception 
of one man named Hughes, who selected the 85th Regiment as 
his choice, and two named Reid and M'Crystall, who joined the 
62nd. 

The Tyrone Regiment, having been quartered in Cork from 
the latter end of July, 1798, up to the beginning of February, 
1800, was now ordered to Trim and Kells, in the County Meath, 
four companies to the former, and six to the latter station, being 
headquarters of the regiment. In the months of February and 
March the volunteering to the line continued, when 176 men 
extended their services in the following proportions from the 
ten companies : — 

From the Colonel's company, 12 men ; Captain Bailie's, 7 ; 
Captain Sinclair's, 66 ; Captain J. Richardson's, 14 ; the 
Major's, 14 ; Captain Burnside's, 21 ; Captain Johnston's, 14 ; 
the Lieut.-Colonel's, 8 ; Captain C. Richardson's, 28 ; Captain 
M*Causland's, 7 — total, 176. 

Of these 176 volunteers, 126 joined the 1st Royals, 18 went to 
the 4th Regiment, 8 to the 85th, 1 to the 49th, 20 to the 54th,' 
2 to the 62nd, 10 to the 68th, and 1 to the 69th Regiment. 

The regiment having given so many volunteers to the 1st 
Royals, the following officers of the Royal Tyrone were 
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promoted to that regiment, tlieir cominissioiiH bearing dnte tlie 
17th Maroli, 1800, namely— Lieuteuuat William Kiohardtion, 
Lieutenant Tliomaa Campbell, Xiieutenant George Carrothera, 
Lieutenant John Eadie, Lieutenant SUefiiugton Toriena, Enaigu 
Bichard Biehardson, Ecsiga Cbarlea Johnston, Ensign John 
Baxter. 

Perhaps I should observe, in reference to the number of 
volunteers given by Ciiptain Sinclair's company in February 
and March, that the men had not had an opportunity of 
extending their services while the headquarters remained at 
Cork, particularly as the regiment was then about to move to its 
now quarters in Trim and Kella. The regiment in a short time 
after its occupation of these quarters had three companies 
removed to Navan, one to Kileock and Nineteen-mile-house, and 
a portion of one company to BiiUinasloe, leaving at Kells, the 
headquarters, the Colonel's and Captain John Itichardson's 
companies, and the remainder of Captain Charles Richardson's 
which was not sent to Balliuaeloe ; but in the middle of April 
this (the light company) was removed to Athlone from Balliiia- 
sloe, taking the portion of it which had remained at Kells to 
that outpost. 

On tlie 6th of April I find that sis other men of the Tyrone 
Eegiment had volunteered to the 1st Itoyals, making the total 
uomber to that regiment alono SSti men. 

22nd May, 1800. — The present state of the country in which 
the regiment was then unavoidably dispersed required the 
greatest attention possible to be paid by the commanding 
officers at outposts, to prevent the soldiers mising with the 
mhabitants ; for which purpose no man of the regiment was to 
be allowed to work for any of tliem without orders, either from 
&e Lord Lieutenant or the general oftiecr commanding the 
district. The commanding olJiuer of the regiment particularly 
directed, in order to prevent this, that muniiug and evening 
parades should be regularly attended. 

From the scarcity and dearness of provisions, which appear 
to have prevailed in the montli of July this year, especially 
towards its close, and the consequent distress which many of 
the married meu and their families had to sufEer, the com- 
manding officer permitted the married soldiers to assist tlie 
inhabitants in making up their hay iu harvest, but in no other 
work, and the sergeants of the companies had to give a return 
of the men so employed at every morning parade, and as the 
meu came from work every evening they were to show thcm- 
selves to their sergeants, who, if they found any of them under 
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the influence of liqnor, were to confine them. The names of 
the persons^ and place in which they lived, for whom the men 
worked were to be given to the sergeants. 

Brigadier General Bamett having signified his intention on 
the 7th of September that he would inspect the regiment on 
the 18th of that month, the detachments at Navan and Trim, 
as well as the smaller ones at Batoath, Donshanghlin, and 
Garretstown, were to meet the headquarter detachment in the 
field at a place called the Six-mile-stone, on the road from Trim 
to Kells, and four miles from Navan, where the inspection was 
to take place. The entire regiment, except the light company 
stationed at Athlone, were assembled at this field for exercise 
on the 15th, 16th, and 17th September, and on the 18th 
General Bamett inspected the regiment there according to 
appointment ; and the commanding officer on the 19th said '* he 
was very happy in having it in his power to notify to the 
officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates, the very high 
opinion Brigadier- General Barnett entertained of them for 
theii- very steady and soldier-like appearance in the field 
yesterday."

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CHAPTER III. 



THE Eegiment having been now in Kells, Trim and Navan 
from the beginning of March up till the end of October, 
vaB ordered to Dublin to do duty there, for which station the 
first division of the regiment pi-ooecded from Trim, joined by 
the detachments fi-om Ardbraccau and Batoath, on the Sid of 
Hovember, 18U0, aud on its arrival ivaa to occupy the 
barracks in the Old Custom House, Dublin. 

The detachment at Garretstovra marched to Navan, wliich, 
■with the two companies stationed there, proceeded to Duns- 
baughlin, and joined by the detachment at that place marched 
on Tuesday, the 4th, for the city; but this division and the 
headquarter' s division from Kells , the latter marching by Trim, 
having to arrive at Dublin on the same day, were to meet and 
march in one division from the Black Bull, ho that whichever 
division arrived at this point first was to wait the arrival of the 
other before it proceeded on its march. This latter division 
was quartered in the Eoyal and Eotunda Ban-acks. 

Before the headquarters left Kells, Brigadier -General 
Bamett had the following communication addressed to Viscount 
Corry, or officer commanding lloyal Tyrone Eegiment, Kells, 
and dated the 1st November, 1800 : — 

" Brigadier- General Barnett cannot allow the Eoyal Tyrone 
Eegiment of Militia to leave his district without expressing to 
thfl officers, non-commissioned officers, and soldiers, bis very 
high sense of their exemplary good conduct during a period of 
seven montlis that they have been in his district, and he has to 
regret that the service should have required their being called 
from under his command. 

" Signed, 

"J, LEE, Brigade Major," 

The regiment being now settled in Dublin, with the exception 
of the light company which remained at Athloue, attached to 
the 2nd battalion of light infantry at that station, the strieteEt 
order that could be well conceived was issued to the regiment, 
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not only with regard to the dress and appearance of both officers 
and men on parade and in the streets of the city, but in respect 
to the cleanliness and regularity to be observed in the men's 
barrack rooms, as Brigadier-General Donne intended to inspect 
them as soon as possible, which he did, and as the health of 
the men was considered to be a matter of the first importance, 
the orderly officer visiting the barracks was directed by the 
commanding officer to be most particular in this duty, and if 
he had occasion to find fault he was not to leave until he saw 
that the rooms were perfectly clean. 

The Dublin garrison duty at this time was, as it appears, 
rather severe on the troops, for not only had the different 
guards to be furnished, but also outposts both north and south 
of the city, and, moreover, as the brigade had frequently to 
appear in marching order, same as if the different regiments 
were about to move to other quarters, they had to form in the 
following order on parade — the Advance Guard, Camp Colour 
Men, Pioneers, Column, Baggage Guard with baggage on cars, 
camp equipage, etc., Bear Guard. 

As the light infantry was still at Athlone, the advance 
guard was to consist of the sergeants and rank and file that 
remained in the regiment of those marksmen who had been 
selected in Cork, and under the command of Lieutenant 
Bichardson. 

This advance guard or company was subsequently increased 
to two subaltern officers, two sergeants, one bugler, and fifty 
rank and file. The second officer was Lieutenant Young. 

As the union of England and Ijreland took place on the 1st 
of January, 1801, the new union colours of the Boyal Tyrone 
were marched down to the castle guard on that morning at 
half-past nine o'clock, under an escort of the entire grenadier 
company, with their officers in full dress, and with their bear- 
skin caps. 

Li reference to this union of Great Britain and Lreland, the 
following circular was issued from Dublin Castle, 23rd Deoem- 
ber, 1800 :— 

" Sir — On the 1st day of January, 1801, you will cause to be 
hoisted and displayed in the forts and fortresses within your 
district the new fiags and banners estabhshed by His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant's proclamation in council, bearing date the 
16th instant, wherein it is ordered and directed that on the 
union of Great Britain and Lreland certain alterations shall be 
made in the royal ensigns, armorial flags and banners, and His 
Excellency's commands having on the 18th of this month been 



issued to tlis qnarterm aster- general, and principal officers of 
the ordnance, to prepare tlie same conformably to tlio alterations 
required, it is presumed that they are now, or will be in perfect 
readiness at the time proscribed. 

" When these standards or flags are hoisted as herein ordered, 
yon will direct a royal salute to be fired by the guns of the fort 
M fortress where they may be so displayed, but it is not 
neoesBary that any other ceremony should be performed. 
" I have the honor, etc., etc., etc.,

A brilliant victory haying heon obtained by Hia Majesty's 
Fleet, iiDder Admirals Sir Hyde Parker and Lord Nelson, 
before Copenhagen, His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief 
ordered that a royal salute and a. Jeii-de-joie should be fired by 
the troops in Dublin garrison on the 20th of AprU, 1801, and 
in consequence of this order the whole of the infantry off duty 
was to parade iu the Eoyal Barracks on that day at twelve 
o'clock, and march from thence to tho quays, the left of the 
line to be at Essex Bridge and the right towards the Queen's 
Bridge — each man to be provided witb three rounds of blank 
cartridge. One sijuadron of the 24th Light Dragoons to be on 
each flank of the line of infantry; the brigade of artillery at 
Island Bridge was to fire a royal salute at the same time in 
the Phcenix Park. 

Another gloiious victory having been gained by His Majesty's 
forces under the command of General Sir Ralph Abercromhie 
over the French in Egypt, another ffu-de-joie was fired by the 
troops in Dublin garrison on the evening of the 6th of May, 
they occupying the sam« position along the quays as on the 
former occasion — from Essex Bridge to the Queen's Bridge, and 
flanked as before by the 24th Light Dragoons, and the brigade 
of artillery firing a royal salute in the Park at the same time. 

On the 9th of May Lord Coi-ry appointed the Hon. Major 
Du Pre Alexander to be Second Lieut. -Colonel, withoiit a com- 
pany, in the Tyrone Eegiment. 

The following is the copy of a private letter addressed to 
Lord Viscount Corry, dated Dublin Castle, 30th July, 1801 : — 
" My Lord — It appearing probable that an invasion of England 
may be attempted at no great distance of time, it is his Excel- 
lency the Lord Lieutenant's wiai, upon communication with 
the commander of the forces General Sir William Meadows, to 
be informed whether your lordship thinks that, in case of such 
an event, your regiment would be disposed to volunteer its

services into England for the immediate defence of that part of 
the United Kingdom. 

<< It is His Excellency's farther wish to hear yonr lordship's 
answer immediately, and according to the result of it yon may 
expect to bear again on the subject. 

<* Although it is by no means advisable that the matter should 
be given out in general order, nevertheless, His Excellency and 
the commander of the forces have no objection to your making 
such use of this communication as may enable your lordship to 
ascertain the sentiments of your regiment, and to report the 
same to me. 

'' I have the honour to be, etc., etc.,

I regret that I cannot trace out Lord Gorry's reply to the 
foregoing letter, which would appear from the following com- 
munication on the subject to have given much satisfaction to 
the Lord Lieutenant : — 

"Dublin Castle, 4th August, 1801. 

" Sir — Having laid before the Lord Lieutenant your letter of 
the 1st instant, containing the offer of the Tyrone Regiment of 
Militia to extend its services to any part of the United Kingdom, 
I have it in command from His Excellency to express the 
satisfaction he has derived from this additional proof of the 
zeal and loyalty of your corps, and his firm persuasion that 
should the emergencies of the country require the aid of this 
branch of the Lish Army, that it will be actuated by the same 
spirit and attachment to His Majesty's person and Government, 
which has at all times manifested itself in the Militia of 
Lreland. 

" His Excellency has further authorised me to assure you 
that in the event of your regiment being so employed, a suitable 
and proper provision will be established for the wives and 
children of those soldiers who had, on this occasion, so hand- 
somely volunteered their services, and that the best means of 
effecting this just and liberal gratuity on the part of His 
Majesty's Government is imder immediate consideration. 

" I have etc., etc., etc., 

"CHARLES ABBOTT."

The surrender of Alexandria on the 2nd of September 1801, 
to His Majesty's arms, having been announced to the com- 
mander of the forces, he ordered a fm-de-joie to be fired on the 
occasion by the army imder his command, which was carried 
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oat in the same manner along the quays, as those were when 
the former victories were achieved under Admirals Sir Hyde 
Parker and Lord Nelson over the French fleet, and hy Sir 
Balph Abercromhie over the French army in Egypt, the line 
extending from Essex Bridge to the Queen's Bridge, and flanked 
by a squadron of the 24th Light Dragoons. 

The following letter accompanied this notification : — 

** Adjutant-Generars office, 26th Oct., 1801. 

" General Sir WiUiam Meadows is proud to notice the im- 
pression made upon the troops under his command by the 
first and signal successes of the army in Egypt. The enthu- 
siastic spirit which pervaded the whole army, and the offers 
generally made of unlimited service will be remembered as 
honourable to the troops and as worthy of the British character. 

" The career of victory which has terminated in the entire 
conquest of Egypt, and complete overthrow of every remaining 
part of a numerous and veteran French Army, can alone be 
attributed to a continuance of the same heroic spirit, and strict 
observance of discipline, which has already been pointed at as an 
example to all who desire military fame or fall for the honour or 
welfare of their country. As such, the commander of the forces 
is confident the lesson will not be lost, and he looks forward to 
every officer and soldier being animated by a view of such 
events, to a persevering exertion towards the maintenance of 
good order and discipline, so that when the occasion shall again 
occur, their conduct may be stimulated by past actions, and 
may uphold the preeminence of the British arms." 

"P. TYTTLEE, A.-A. General." 

A garrison order, to the following effect, was issued on the 
8rdof November, 1801, that two captains, four subalterns, 
eight sergeants, four drummers, and two hundred rank and file 
firom each of the regiments in the garrison of Dublin, were to 
parade on the 4th of November in the Boyal Square, at half- 
past one o'clock, under the command of the field officer of the 
day, and that each man was to be provided with three rounds of 
blank cartridge, which they fired when marched to College 
Green, and "formed round the statue of Eling William the 
Third of glorious memory." 

The officers of the Royal Tyrone Militia detailed for this 
duty were Captain Johnston, Captain Eccles, Lieutenant 
Sanderson, Lieuenant Brien, Lieutenant Osborne, and Ensign 
Hjde. 

On the following day, the 5th of November, a firing party 
consisting of one captain, two subalterns, two sergeants, two 

a 
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drummers, and one hundred rank and file of the Eoyal Tyrone 
paraded in the Eoyal Square at ten o'clock, under the command 
of the field officer of the day, for the purpose of celebrating 
that day according to usage. The officers present of the Tyrone 
Eegiment were Captain Johnston, Lieutenant Young, and 
Lieutenant Edwards. 

The parole on the 4th was ** King William,'* and on the 5th 
" Discovery," both being very significant in their meaning as 
to the object for which those firing parties were ordered by the 
authorities at that time in command of the troops in Dublm. 

The Tyrone Eegiment, with the exception of the light 
company which was still retained in Athlone, attached to the 
2nd battalion of light infantry, having been quartered in 
Dublin from early in the month of November, 1800, was now, 
in consequence of the termination of the French war by the 
surrender of Alexandria, ordered to return to the County 
Tyrone, for which it marched from Dublin in three divisions 
— ^the first on the 17th, the second on the 18th, and the 
third on the 19th of February, 1802, which were stationed in the 
county as follows : — 1st Division : Captain Burnside's, Captain 
James Eichardson's, and Captain Johnston's companies 
marched for Aughnacloy, under the command of Major Sinclair. 
2nd Division and Staff of the Eegiment : the Grenadiers, the 
Colonel's, and Captain M-Causland's companies marched for 
Omagh, under the command of Lieut. -Colonel Lord Alex- 
ander. Brd Division : Captain Eccles', Lieut. -Colonel's, and 
Major's companies marched under the command of Major 
Eichardson, and were quartered as follows, viz. : — Captain 
Charles Eccles' company, Newtownstewart ; the Lieutenant- 
Colonel's company, Aughnacloy ; and the Major's company, 
Omagh. The light company, on its joining the regiment from 
Athlone, was also sent to Newtownstewart to be stationed there. 

" Omagh, 16th March, 1802. 

" To-morrow being Saint Patrick's day, the companies in 
honour thereof will parade in their new clothes, and as clean as 
possible, at 12 o'clock, and in commemoration of that day eight 
years when the regiment marched out of its county, the 
companies will have a field day and exercise as a military 
commemoration of the event, and to mark during that period 
the steadiness, loyalty, sobriety, and good conduct of the men 
who have discharged their duty as brave soldiers when called 
upon, without the empty praises of the populace of every town 
where they have been quartered, but meeting the highest 
applause from every general officer under whom they have 
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Hfltred, and tbo -warmest thanks of ttieir officers belonging to 
tlie regiment, wlioso wishes and cxortiona would have availed 
nothing but for the good conduct of tlic men themselves." 

By Express Circular — 

" Koyal Hospital, 2nd April, 1802. 

" Sii' — I am commanded by the commander of the forces to 
acquaint you that the definitive treaty of peace was signed at 
Amiens, at four o'clock in th3 afternoon of the 27th ultimo, 
by the plenipotentiaries of His Majesty, and the plenipotentiaries 
of France, Spain, and the Batavian Bepublio, on which happy 
event the troopa under your command will lire a /m-dcjoie as 
usual.

In compliance with the above order, the garrison of Omagh 
paraded in the Main-street on the Cth of April, to fire three 
volleys. The cavah^y formed on the right and the yeomanry 
companies on the left of the Tyrone, they (the Tyi-ono) firing 
the first volley and aJter them the yeomen, and so alternately 
until the three volleys were fired, the band playing in the 
intervals, and the di'uras beating. Upon this occasion there 
was an illumination in the town of Omagh, to celebrate the 
victory of the British army over the French. 

The definitive treaty of peace having been ratified, the 
disembodying of the mihtia was a measure that must soon 
follow, but, as the precise period was uncertain, it was thought 
highly necessary by the commanding ofiiuor that no more 
furloughs should be granted, but that all non-com missioned 
officers, drummers, and privates should remain at their quarters 
until the Government order for the final disembodying of the 
regiment should arrive. In the meantime the following general 
orders and circulars were received ; — 

" Adjutant-General's office, Dublin, Srd May, 1802. 

"General Orders. — The commander of the forces, General 
Sir WUliam Meadows, has great pleasure in thanking the 
mihtia of Ireland for their good conduct in general since he has 
had the honour of being at their head. He is extremely pleased 
to find that they have marched into their own counties to bo 
disembodied with regularity, sobriety, and good order, in pro- 
portion to the spirit which they marched out of them when the 
enemy was supposed to be meditating an invasion. 

" For his own part he should ever be ready and proud to under- 
take the defence of Ii-oland at their head, assisted by the line 
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and the yeomanry, against any force the enemy could bring 
against it. 

" The commander of the forces cannot pass over in silence 
the very handsome and officer-like report he received from 
Brigadier- General Scott upon the breaking up of his fine corps. 
And he returns his thanks to Brigadier- General Scott, his 
officers, and the light infantry companies who have so creditably 
represented, and done such honour to their different regiments, 
and shall have great satisfaction in representing General Scott, 
and the officers he makes such honourable mention of to ELis 
Royal Highness the Duke of York, commander-in-chief.

The principal object of this 
inspection is in order to pass the clothing, which the general 
requests you will have in readiness.

officers, non-commissioned officers, and men through you, the 
high sense with which His Majesty is impressed of their 
uniformly good conduct since they have been embodied, and of 
their truly meritorious zeal and public spirit under all the 
trying occurrences which have arisen to call forth their loyal 
exertions during the long and arduous contest in which we 
have been engaged. 

"It is particularly gratifying to me that from a return of 
peace having occurred during my administration, I am not only 
called upon to signify to your lordship His Majesty's gracious 
approbation of the meritorious services of the Tyrone Regiment 
of Militia, but that His Majesty should also be enabled by the 
fortunate event to which I have referred, to retire the corps

A store having been provided for the deposit of the arms and 
accoutrements, and the regiment inspected by Brigadier-General 
Hart, it was disembodied on the Idth of May, 1802 ; the staff 
then consisted of the adjutant, surgeon, 42 sergeants, 50 
corporals, 20 drummers, and 2 fifers. In the number of 
sergeants the sergeant-major and quartermaster-sergeant were 
included. 

By a general order, dated adjutant-general's office, 4th 
May, 1802, no accommodation in barracks or lodging money 
was to be allowed to the staff, and permanent non-commissioned 
officers of the militia upon their being disembodied. 

This order, depriving the staff of barrack accommodation or 
lodging money, would appear to have pressed very hard on the 
officers, as well as the married men with families, whose pay at 
this time was not what it is now, did we not consider the vast 
difference in the price of provisions, which were then only about 
half what they are now, and have been for a lengthened period in 
the past. The pay of the adjutant then was 6s. per day ; the 
surgeon's, 4s. ; sergeant's. Is. 6d. ; corporal's. Is. 2d. ; and the 
druiamer's, Is. There does not appear to have been any 
distinction then between the pay of the sergeant-major, quarter- 
master-sergeant, and that of the sergeants. 
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The following ia a list of tlie officers, taken from the muster 
roll of the regiment on the 24th December, 1801, and who 
■were serving witli it up till the diaemboiliment in May, 1802 : —

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CHAPTEE rV. 



THE peace of Europe being again disturbed by another out- 
break of war on the part of France, a circular letter, 
dated Dublin castle, 22nd December, 1802, was addressed to 
Colonel the Earl of Belmore, enclosing a printed copy of an 
Act passed in that session of Parliament, entitled an ** Act for 
the more effectual enrolment of the Militia of Ireland, and for 
filling up vacancies therein." This intimation, no doubt, 
carried with it the conviction that the Irish Militia would not 
remain much longer in its disembodied state, which turned out 
true, for the following communication relative to the embodying 
of the Eoyal Tyrone Militia was forwarded to Lord Belmore, 
dated — 

" Dublin Castle, 26th March, 1803. 

" My Lord — The Lord Lieutenant having been pleased to 
order one company of the regiment of militia under your com- 
mand to be drawn out and embodied, I am directed by His 
Excellency to signify to you his desire that you do proceed in 
the following manner, viz. : — 

1^ Captain, 1 Lieutenant,) " The company is to consist of the 

number mentioned in the margin 

Sthe sergeants, corporals, and 
[rummers to be of course taken 
from the present permanent embodied mihtia of the county,) 
and you will call upon the captain and subalterns of the said 
regiment, according to seniority, to attend at the place appointed 
for assembling the said company, it being intended to embody 
the militia in the proportion of one captain, one lieutenant, and 
one ensign to each company of sixty-five private men, and in 
proportion of one captain and two lieutenants to each flank 
company of regiments that are entitled to flank companies.** 

In this letter Lord Belmore was informed that instructions 
were sent to the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury for 
issuing pay to the company, ajid, also, as to the power he had

in appointing an agent and paymaster to the rogimcnt, and 
he was to issno the proper orders for iirms and a ccoutr amenta 
to be delivered out of tlio regimental store for the company to 
ba embodied, also in respect of providiug clothing of the same 
pattern and quality as that supphed for regiments of the line, 
and tbat patterns of this clothing were to be laid before the board 
of general officers with all convenient speed for their inspection 
and approbation, so that measures would thereafter ho taken for 
the pajTnent of the clothing, to be provided as herein directed, 
-of which his lordship would he duly informed. This letter coii- 
dndes thus : — 

" His Excellency further desu-es that yoa will issue the 
necessary orders for the immediate attendance of the surgeon 
belonging to the corps at the place appointed for the assembly 
of the company. Instructions will he sent for the government 
of his conduct as eai-Iy as may be practicable.

" Circular^My Lord^A resolution having passed the House 
of Commons authorizing the Lord Lieutenant to augment the 
bounty for recruiting tho militia, I have His Excelleney'a 
command to acquaint you therewitli, and to signify to you that 
you are to consider yourscK authorized to augment the bounty 
m the following manner, viz. : — the sum of two guineas to be 
paid down to every recruit enrolled fi-om the 25th instant, in 
the regiment of militia under your command ; every such recruit 
being drawn out, embodied, and assembled, one guinea more is 
to be laid out in necessaries for him, making the sum of thrco 
guineas, besides the marching guinea which each man is 
entitled to receive on his being marched out of the county to 
which he belongs, under the 97fch clause of the 83rd of the king, 
chapter 22. Money fi-om time to time will be issued for this 
aervice without delay, on your application for that purpose, and 
upon returns of the men so enrolled being transmitted to this 
office.

In pursuance of tho order contained in His Esccllcncy's 
letter of the 25th of March, the Eail of Belmore proceeded at 
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once to carry ont its instrtictions with regard to the embodiment 
by companies of the Royal Tyrone MUitia, according to the 
seniority of the captains and subalterns, and on the dates here- 
inafter specified, with the names of the officers, and dates of 
joining at embodiment : —

These seven companies, embodied on the above dates, were 
completed each in seventy rank and file, but the remaining three 
companies were not embodied until the month of May, when the 
colonel's and the two vacant companies were called up, and the 
establishment of the regiment in rank and file amounted to 690 
men, wanting only ten to be complete. At this time, and for 
some time after, the company officers were greatly ^diminished 
by death as well as resignation. 

On Wednesday, the 11th of May, the regiment was inspected 
at Omagh, by Brigadier- General Hart, at one o'clock, p.m., on 
that day, of which inspection due notice had been given by 
Brigadier-Major J. Coulson, of the Londonderry district, and on 
the day previous the regiment was medically inspected by Staff- 
Surgeon Comins. 

On the 12th of May, Brigadier- General Hart "was pleased to

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commnnicate to the officer commanding the Tyrone Militia 
through the Brigade-Major, John Coolson, that the good 
disposition of the officers, and the satisfactory appearance of 
the men brought together at Omagh, so lately embodied at 
that place, '* afforded him every hope of his being soon gratified 
by seeing the discipline of this regiment in such a state of 
forwardness as not to be exceeded by any other." 

Some difficulty appears to have existed with regard to 
obtaining a suitable field at this time for the purpose of drilling 
the regiment at Omagh, which caused an amount of correspon- 
dence with iJie authorities at Dublin Castle, but which obstacle 
was ultimately removed by the hire of a field for exercise, at 
the annual rent of fifteen pounds, which was sanctioned by the 
Lord Lieutenant at the suggestion of Lieutenant-General Fox, 
then the commander of the forces in Lreland ; but where tliis 
field was situated is not recorded.

The regiment having received the above notification that 
they might hourly expect a route, the men were apprised that 
it was impossible for passes to bo given as long as this un- 
certainty existed ; but should the commanding officer receive any 
information that the regiment was likely to remain at Omagh 
for any length of time, the indulgence of passes would be given 
as usual. 
The following regimental order was issued, dated — 

** Omagh, 29th June, 1803. 
'* The commanding officer of the regiment takes the earliest 
opportunity for informing the officers of the regiment that he 
knows not the moment an order may be received to march to a 
garrison town. He therefore desires that all officers who are 
not provided with the dress agreeable to the standing orders of 
the regiment, will forthwith equip themselves in every particular 
agreeable to the orders, with the exception of the feather, which 
I is to be strictly conformable to the king's order, instead of the 
I one entirely white, as heretofore worn by the regiment. It would 
I 
^ 
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be necessary for officers who are deficient in any appointment 
to make the greatest expedition in equipping themselves com- 
plete, as the commanding officer expects to find a atrici 
uniformity to this order on the first parade after the arrival of 
the regiment at the quarters to which it may be ordered. The 
officers are likewise desired to allow no time to elapse in pre« 
paring their baggage, so that, on receipt of a route, the 
regiment may be enabled to move on the shortest notice.'* 

It having been represented to the commanding officer in the 
beginning of July in this year, that the sergeants could not 
dress their hair according to Lord Belmore's order without the 
use of soap, and as the commanding officer was determined to 
carry out his lordship's order in every particular, he granted 
the sergeants the indulgence of using that article, and warned 
them at the same time that no excuse would be taken for their 
hair not being dressed according to the pattern shown on that 
day's parade. 

"Dublin Castle, 16th July, 1803. 

" Circular — My Lord — I am commanded by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant to acquaint you that from the 25th day of July, instant, 
inclusive, an effective captain will be placed upon the establish- 
ment for each of the companies now held by the lieut.-colonels 
and majors of the regiments of militia. You will therefore be 
pleased to nominate two gentlemen duly qualified for ^ those 
companies for His Excellency's confirmation. The lieutenant- 
colonels and majors who, in consequence of this arrangement, 
are to cease holding. companies, will continue to be paid as field- 
officers and captains, and allowed twenty pounds per .annum 
each, in lieu of the non-effective dividend which captains of 
companies are entitled to receive. It is, however, to be under- 
stood that these field officers are to remain responsible for the 
accounts of their respective companies until effective captains 
are actually appointed, and have taken charge of those which 
were so held by them.

Notwitlistanding the notification issued from the quarter- 
master-general's office on the 23rd of June, as to the movement 
of the Eoyal Tyrone Eegimont from its quarters in Omagh to the 
garrison of Limerick, they remained still in the county up to the 
beginning of the month of August following ; the route 
being then received, a party, consisting of one subaltern, two 
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sergeants, two corporals, one drummer, and thirty privates, was 
ordered to proceed at six o'clock on the morning of the 6th of 
August, to Dublin, iJiere to receive the camp equipage for the 
regiment, which was to be escorted to the headquarters. 

This party was to be chosen men of good character, and not 
married, and was to be subsisted for twenty days at Is. Id. per 
day. 

Previous to the regiment leaving Omagh, Major Sinclair took 
(he opportunity to remind the men of the former steady beha- 
viour and good character the Tyrone liegiment ever bore on 
similar occasions, and he hoped it was unnecessary for him to 
make any further remarks, though he assured them at the same 
time that he was determined to punish every irregularity that 
would be committed by them until they arrived at quarters. 

The following was the order of march, namely : — 

First division, Sunday, the 7th of August, 1808, consisting of 
the following companies and officers : — ^1, the Grenadiers, Capt. 
James Bichardson. 2, the Major's, Lieutenant Armstrong. 8, 
Captain Hamilton's, Lieutenant Kyffin. 4, the Colonel's, 
Ensign Boyle, Ensign Hyde. 

Second division, Monday, the 8th August, 1808 — 1, Captain 
Eccles' company. Captain Eccles. 2, Lieutenant Colonel's, 
Lieutenant Taylor. 8, Captain M'Causland's, Lieutenant 
Speer, Lieutenant Saunderson, Ensign Crawford. 

Third division, Thursday, the 18th of August, 1808—1, 
Captain James Bichardson's company. Captain Burnside. 2, 
Captain Burnside's, Captain C. Bichardson. 8, Light Company, 
Lieutenant Bailie, Lieutenant Creighton. 

The first and second divisions having arrived at Limerick on 
the 20th of August, two companies were ordered to proceed on 
detachment to Bruff, Hospital, and Croom, on the 22nd, to 
relieve those of the 17th regiment who had been stationed there, 
the 17th regiment being removed from Limerick to Dublin. 

The following officers were in charge of those detachments : — 
Bruft — Captain James Bichardson and Lieutenant Lodge. 
Hospital — Captain Hamilton and Ensign Boyle, Croom — 
Lieutenant Bpeer. 

It would appear from the precaution which it was now thought 
necessary to use, that the authorities at Dublin Castle were ap- 
prehensive that an incursion might still be attempted on the 
garrison at Limerick, and, therefore, stringent orders were 
issued that double sentries should be posted on the Lishtown 
side of Bali's Bridge, at seven o'clock at night, for the protec- 
tion of large boats brought up from the Abbey Biver and moored 
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at that point, which, it is to be presumed, belonged to the 
Government ; and that these sentries were not to be taken off 
until seven o'clock the following morning. Moreover, com- 
manding officers of regiments were requested to make every 
necessary arrangement for the turning out of their men by 
night in the shortest possible time on any sudden call, and for 
this purpose it was suggested that the soldiers, when going to 
bed, should accustom themselves to place their clothes and 
arms so near them that they could lay their hands upon them 
in the dark. To ascertain that these necessary arrangements 
were made by the men, the officers of companies were directed 
to visit occasionally their barracks during the night, in case it 
should be found necessary to turn out in the night during that 
season ; if so, the men were not to delay to put on their gaiters^ 
but to bring them to parade with them. 

On the 80th of September, the light company of the Boyal 
Tyrone Militia proceeded by route to Bandon, to join the light 
companies of the other regiments which were brigaded there. 

Lieut.-Qeneral Tarleton having inspected the troops com- 
posing the garrison at Limerick on the 15th September, the 
commanding officer of the Boyal Tyrone had it in command 
from him to notify to the regiment his high approbation of its 
soldier-like appearance, and in so doing he felt the most sincere 
pleasure, and thorough confidence that the regiment will ever 
sustain its long established character for correct and soldier-like 
conduct. 

It would appear from the constant repetition in the orders 
issued from the brigade-major's office in the months of Novem- 
ber and December in this year to the troops in Limerick gar- 
rison, that the Government authorities were then apprehensive 
of some invasion or sudden attack being made, as in almost 
every order some allusion was made to marching against the 
enemy ; anticipating such an event, the troops paraded with 
their camp equipage, intrenching tools, and necessaries on all 
marching order parades, and their heavy baggage was to be in 
readiness to be dehvered into store on the shortest possible 
notice. 

The regiment, having been quartered in Limerick from 
August, 1608, was removed to do duty in Dublin garrison in 
July, 1804, where it remained until the month of September, 
1806, when it was ordered to Cashel, in the county of Tipperary, 
as headquarters, giving detachments to Tipperary, Thurles, and 
Cloonany, the light company occupying the latter station. The 
regiment remained in these quarters up to the end of July, 
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1806, wlien it romovcd to Clonme], auil in tho boginning of tbo 
month of October following wne orderod to Woxford, as head- 
quarters, giving a detachment of two companies to Diiucannon 
Fort, and detachments toEnniaeorthyandNewtownliarry ; and 
on the 80th July, 1807, ft corporal and four privates were 
ordered to tho signal post at Cahore point, near Gorey. In the 
year 1805, 183 men volunteered to the line ; and in 1806, 146 
extended their services. 

On the SOth Sept., ft garrison order was issued, in obeilienco 
to His Majesty's command, to say that ho had permitted ft 
proportion of tho militia to enlist into the lino, and had appointed 
the 86th, 43rd, 50th, 63rd, 6i)tb, 73rd, and Slst regiments to 
receive volunteers from tho Eoyal TjTone Militia, and subse- 
ijuently tho 40th regiment also, Tiae bounty then given to 
volunteers for unlimited service in the line, was foiu:teen 
guineas, and for seven years, tea guineas ; upon this occasion 
one hundred and ninety-two men of the Eoyal Tyrone volun- 
teered their services into the line, the greater number of wliom 
appear to have joined tho 81st regiment, from the fact tliat 
Lieutenant William Hyde of the Tyrone was commissioned as 
ensign in that regiment, and inarched these volunteers to 
Dundalk, which also appears to have been then its headquarters. 
On the Ist of January, 1808, routes were received for tha 
removal of the Boyal Tyrone Militia to Dundallt in four divisions. 
The first division, consisting of the gi'enadiers, Captain Gorge's, 
and bght company, with tho staff and band, marched from 
Wexford on tho 5th. The second division, consisting of Captain 
Moore's, Captain Armstrong's, and Captain Goodlatte's com- 
panies, marched on the 7th. Tho third division, Capt. Lodge's, 
and Captain Burnside's companies, marched on the 8th, and the 
fourth division. Captain Eobert Eichardson'a and Captain 
Charles Eichardson's companies, marched on tho Qtli of January, 
1808. 

Previous to the regiment leaving Wexford, the followmg 
brigade order was issued: — " Brigadier -General Peter cannot 
allow the Eoyal Tyrone Eegiment of Militia to march from 
Wexford without expressing the highest approbation of the 
conduct of both officers and men while be has bad the honor of 
commanding them. The attention paid to duty, and tlie exem- 
plary conduct of the regiment, will merit tho approbation of ■ 
every officer tbey may servo under. 
" By order, 

" J. WALKER, B.-Major, 
I 1 ti the month of February, 1808, another opportunity pre- 
I aented itsoK to any man of the regiment who wished to volun- 

L 
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teer into the line, but on this occasion only twenty-nine men 
extended their services, but into what regiments does not appear ; 
while in the latter end of January and month of February no 
less than three hundred and twenty-three recruits were raised 
in the county, and joined the headquarters in Dundalk. These 
recruits were afterwards designated in the regiment as the " wet 
day boys,'* from the almost incessant rain which it appears 
attended them on their march. 

The stay of the regiment in Dundalk was of very short dura- 
tion, as on the 1st of March routes were received to remove to 
Eilbeggan, Moate, and Clara — Kilbeggan to be headquarters, in 
which Captain Charles Eichardson's, Captain Goodlatte's, Cap- 
tain Armstrong's, and Captain Burnside's companies were 
stationed. The grenadiers. Captain Moore's, Captain Eobert 
Bichardson's, and light company occupied quarters at Moate, 
and Captain Gorge's and Captain Lodge's companies, Clara. 

The regiment moved to these stations on the 2nd, drd. and 4th 
of March, but its stay was even for a more limited period than 
at Dundalk, as it was moved again to occupy quarters in Lime- 
rick in the beginning of April, from which it sent out detach- 
ments to Patrick's Well, Croom, and Bruff, on the 13th of 
April ; and on the 8rd of June, Captain Charles Bichardson's 
company marched for Nenagh, to be stationed there. 

On the 4th of June, the troops composing the garrison in 
Limerick fired 2k feu-de-joie in honour of His Majesty's birthday. 

Another order for volunteering to the line having been issued 
from the brigadier-general's office on the 23rd of August, which 
order was to continue in force for three days in succession, 
seventy-one men of the Boyal Tyrone in those three days 
volunteered their services to the regular army. 

On the 17th of September nearly all the entire regiment was 
sent to different out-quarters from Limerick, as follows : —

In the month of October, eighteen men of the Tyrone 
volunteered their scrvieea to regiments of the line, and five in 
the month of May, 1809 — two of the five to the 40th, two to the 
69th, and one to the 90th regiments. In consequence of the 
regiment having been soattcred in different out-quartera on 
detachment as above, almost from the time it arrived in 
Limerick as its headquarters in April, 1808, nothing, save 
the daily routine of garrison and regimental orders as to field- 
days, parades, and officers for duty, or such like, occurred until 
routes were received for the removal of the regiment for another, 
and its last, tour of duty in the garrison of Dublin, while it then 
remained embodied. 

These routes were received on the 16th of Jtine, 1809, and 
the regiment marched in four divisions from Limerick — the first 
outhe 20th, second on the 2lBt, thhdon the 22nd, and the 
fourth or last on the 23rd of that month, each diviyiou leaving 
Limerick at five o'clock in the morning, and at the end of tho 
eighth day arrived m Dublin. The reghnent at this time 
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occupied the barracks in Marlboro' -street, Old Custom House at 
Essex Bridge, and in Boot Lane. 

It having occurred to me that the resignation of His Royal 
Highness the Duke of York, as commander-in-chief of the 
British army, is worthy to be recorded, I therefore insert a 
general order issued from the Horse Guards, dated 18th March, 
1809, in the following terms : — 

" Field Mai-shal His Royal Highness the Duke of York having 
requested His Majesty's permission to resign his situation on 
the staff as commander-in-chief of the army, and His Majesty 
having been graciously pleased to accept ffis Royal Highness' 
resignation, His Majesty has commanded i^ to be announced to 
the army that he has appointed General Sir David Dundas, 
K.B., to be commander-in-chief of his army, with the same 
authority with which His Royal Highness the Duke of York 
held that command. 

** By His Majesty's command, 

" HARRY CALVERT, ' 
** Adjutant-General to the Forces." 

Li compliance with a circular letter addressed to the 
officer commanding the Royal Tyrone Militia, dated Dubhn 
Castle, 2nd August, 1809, another volunteering to the line took 
place on the 8th of that month, when thirty-one men of the 
regiment extended their services to the following regiments : 
3 to the 8th, 1 to the 48th, 1 to the 63rd, 2 to the 69th, 
1 each to the 71st and 78rd, 8 to the 74th, and 7 each to the 
82nd and 86th regiments, and in the month of November 
following twelve others volunteered, 1 to ihe 27th, 4 to the 71st, 
8 to the 74th, and 4 to the 87th regiments. 

Notwithstanding that recruiting parties were scattered through- 
out the County Tyrone, under the superintendence of officerrs of 
the regiment, and that many recruits were raised from time to 
time and sent forward to the headquarters, still the regiment was 
incomplete as it regarded its quota ; in consequence of this, 
in the years 1809 and 1810 frequent communications were 
received from Dublin Castle, by directions of the Lprd Lieu- 
tenant, addressed to the officer commanding the Royal Tyrone, 
urging upon him the necessity of imwearied exertion to have the 
regiment completed one thousand rank and file, of which 
number it was generally one hundred and fifty men deficient 
throughout those years. 

This, no doubt, was principally owing to the constant volun- 
teering to the line which then prevailed, so that from the time 
of the augmentation the regiment does not appear to have been 
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complete at any one period, nor diti it soom possible to fill up 
tJio gaps unless resom-co was had to the ej'bteni of balloting, 
the Act for which appears to have ccaaed oa the Srd of June, 
1800. 

Now I have to observe, that at the different periods of 
volunteering from February to November, in the year 1810, 
no less than one hundred and thirty two men of the Royal 
Tyrone extended their services to the following regimeata of the 
line, namely— 1st Royals, 2; 11th regiment, 10 ; 27th, 1 ; 44th, 
1 ; 60th 6 ; 63rd, 1 ; 59th, 1 ; 61st, 1 ; 62nd, 7 ; 60th, 3 ; 71st, 
8 ; 74th, 1 ; 75th, 19 ; 82ncl, 3 ; 86th, 1 ; 87th, 6 ; 89th, 1 ; 
90th, 1 ; 91st, 4; 100th, 31. 

In 1809, on the 9th of December, Ensign Porter of the Tyrone 
was gazetted to the 86th, and on the 25th of August, 1810, 
Ensign Moorehead to 71at regiment. 

The appointment of drum-major in the mihtia to the rank 
and pay of sergeant does not appear to have been sanctioned 
untQ the 25th of September, 1810, when a letter to that effect 
from the Lord Lieutenant was received fi-om Dublin Castle by 
the officer commanding the Royal Tyrone Militia. Previously, 
the drum-major in the militia only ranked as drummer in his 
regiment ; and it also appears by the same letter that trumpet- 
majors in the cavalry were raised at the same time from the 
rank of a trumpeter to the pay and rank of a sergeant. 

The following commnnication, in reference to the hand of the 
Boyal Tyrone Militia, was received fi'om the Assist ant -Gen era), 
dated — 

"Dublin, 21st November, 1810. 

" Sir — Referring to the answer transmitted by Major-General 
Coghlan to the observations of tlie commander of the forces on 
the extra number of the band of the Royal Tyrone Militia, I am 
directed by Lieu tenant- General Sir Charles Asgill, in pursuance 
to orders received, to acquaint you that his lordship desires 
that the commanding officer of the regiment may he informed, 
that from the words of the Mihtia Act it does appear ho may 
engage an additional number of drummers to be employed aa 
musicians, but that the pubUc are not in that case to be 
bnrthened with any part of the expenses of then: pay whatever, 
and that therefore no deviation from the general order estab- 
lishing the number of which regimental bands are to consist 
can he sanctioned by his lordsliip, unless it is proved that the 
expense of the extra musicians -who may he so employed shall 
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on no account become a charge to the public.

Hitherto, I have made no allusion whatever to the band of 
the Royal Tyrone Militia, but the foregoing letter now induces 
me to say a little on the subject, as its character for its musi- 
cians was then second to none in the service. Under the 
instructions of its first-class bandmaster, Mr. Thomas Wilman, 
aided by his brothers Henry and John, this band had attained 
such a high degree of perfection as to attract notice and elicit 
the praise of the general public in all the quarters the regiment 
occupied, and, particularly the upper classes in society who 
could appreciate good music when well performed, and 
especially in the city of Dublin, where it was the favourite. 

Its state dress, which I believe was ordered about this time 
by Lieutenant- Colonel William Stewart, then in command of 
the regiment, and which appears was supplied by a London 
house, and made after the pattern of that worn by the king's 
band, could not but be of the most magnificent and costly 
description, it being frequently asserted to my own knowledge 
that the pay of the (then) Earl of Caledon, as colonel of the 
regiment, during the years he was governor of the Cape of Good 
Hope, was absorbed almost, if not altogether, in paying for it ; 
therefore, I think it will not be considered out of place to give 
some idea, however imperfect, of the richness of this dress. 
In the first iustance I will make allusion to that of the drum- 
major — he being the most conspicuous person from his position 
at the head of the band of the regiment, with whom I shall 
connect the band-master, both being dressed alike, with the 
exception of a shoulder belt which the drum-major wore, made 
of rich blue silk, embroidered partially with gold wire in rings, 
as a chain. 

His cocked hat, and that of the band-master, was only 
distinguished from the other musicians by white feathers, the 
rest being red or scarlet, while all the hats were embroidered 
with heavy gold lace, deeply scolloped both in front and rere, 
rising from the cocks round the top. 

The coatees of the drum-major and those of the entire band 
were embroidered with gold lace, but his and the bandmaster's 
were distinguished from the others by having suspended from 
both shoulders the same kind and description of ornaments 
then usually worn by general officers, called ** Aiguillette." 

The waist-belts of all were of the finest description of red 
Turkey leather, on which there were thre.e rows of gold lace, 
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iuterwoven in ths centre with blue silk, iiud their aword-knots 
"Were also of gold lace, with good sized kDobs at the end. 

Their breochea wore of the finest quality of white casaimere 
cloth, and they had white linen leggings with black patent 
leather straps, and plated buckks surrounding the leg under 
the knee. 

The dress of the coloured, or Mack men, of which there were 
seven or eight then in the regiment, was still more magnificent. 
Their head dress was a turban of the most costly description. 
They had solid silver stocks and <!uffs ; their shell jackets were 
superfine scarlet cloth, same as the band, almost covered with 
gold lace and twist, which they wore over black cloth vests with 
sleeves. These vests had a gold lace stripe down th9 centre in 
front, and laced behind, the sleeves being embroidered from the 
elbow, to which the short sleeves of the shell reached down to 
meet the silver cuff. 

The trousers were also of superfine scarlet cloth, with gold 
lace stripes down the side seams, and gold twist wrought in a 
fantastic form over the place of the pockets ; and their boots 
were topped with yellow Turkey leather, which hung loosely 
round the small of the leg. 

There were also two suits for the boys who beat the triangles 
on such days as the band wore the state dress. These were of 
the same description as those for the coloured men, with the 
exception of the head dress, stocks, and cuffs. The head dross 
for the boys was ot acarlet cloth, with gold chain and tassel, 
and with a black woolly band about two or three inches deep 
round the bottom, and they were made almost as the busbies of 
the artillery are at the present day, excepting the piece of cloth 
which is connected with tho latter on the crown, and which 
hanga over the side. 

It was generally two of tho smartest and handsomest hoys, 
the sons of sergeants, who were selected on such occasion to 
act as trianglers, and for thia honour there was generally a 
great number of competitors. 

The regiment having been at this time on Dublin duty from 
the month of June, ItiOi), up to tho month of April, 1811, was 
ordered to Galway, as headquarters, giving detauhments to 
OughterarJ, Longhrea, Woodford, and Eyrccourt. 

On the 9th of July, 1811, a circular letter from Dublin Castle, 
was addressed to officer commanJiug tho Eoyal TjTOno Militia, 
by command of the Lord Lieutenant, rofeiTing to an Act of 
Parliament then passed, permitting the interchange of the 
British and Irish militia regiments respectively, by volunteering 
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to extend their services to all parts of the United Kingdom, and 
that His Koyal Highness the Prince Regent, in the name and 
on the behalf of His Majesty, signified his pleasure that His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant should forthwith propose the 
extension of this service to the Royal Tyrone, and that the 
commanding officer would take the earliest opportunity of 
adopting the most effectual measures for carrying out the com- 
mands of His Royal Highness, by ascertaining what portion of 
the regiment was disposed to make the voluntary offer of 
extended service, so that they might be sworn in and enrolled 
for the militia of the United Kingdom in the manner prescribed 
by the Act. 

It was fuUy explained both to officers and men the nature of 
the service in which it was proposed to them to engage, and 
this was that they could not be called upon for service out of 
Ireland for any longer period than two years successively, and 
that having once performed that period they could not under 
any circumstances, except those of actual invasion or rebellion, 
be again employed in Great Britain until the expiration of four 
years. 

The officers who accepted this offer of extending their services 
were to be thenceforth placed upon the same footing in point of 
pay with officers of similar rank in the line. 

The daily pay of the lieutenant- colonel up to this time 
appears to have been but 15s. lid., now it was to be 17s. ; the 
major's, 14s. Id., now 16s. ; and the captain's, 9s. 5d., now 
10s. 6d. These are the only officers referred to specially in the 
circular, but it is to be presumed that the other officers of the 
regiment also obtained an increase of pay according to their 
rank. 

The bounty granted by the Act of Parliament to non-com- 
missioned officers, drummers, and privates on extending their 
services to Great Britain, was two guineas. 

When this circular was promulgated, the entire regiment, 
with the exception of some six or eight men, extended their 
services ; but these subsequently volunteered also, as they did 
not like the epithet of " black belt," a name by which those 
were called who had, in the different militia regiments, refused 
to volunteer for England. 

This Act, it appears, entitled both officers and men in the 
militia of the United Kingdom, if disabled in actual service, to 
all the advantages and honourable distinctions which had 
hitherto been confined to service in the regular army alone. 

This circular further alluded to the readiness with which the 



regiments of militin haj stood forward on all former occasions 
in support of the general interests of tlie.country, and that this 
induced in His Royal Highness the confident belief that " thoir 
present estensiou of service would be as general as their sense 
of the advantages the empire would derive from this measure 
at that time, and that he could not douht but they would feel 
the aecessity of adopting the means then in their power for 
identifying the interests of Great Britain and Ii'eland, and that 
the confidence he thus reposed in the energy and patriotism of 
tie militia would not be found to have been in any degree 
misplaced, but that they would most readily avail themselves of 
the opportunity of extending the field on which thoir services 
were henceforth to be displayed, and of rendering themselves to 
Uie United Kingdom what they had so long been to Ireland — a 
never failing-resom-ce on every occasion of difficulty and 



At the several periods of vohmteering to the line throughout 
the year 1811, fifty-two men of the Tyrone extended their services 
to the following regiments, namely : — to the 3rd, 6 ; lltb, 1 ; 
18th, 2 ; 21fit, 1 ; 27th, 1 ; 40tb, 4 ; 42nd, 4 ; 5Gtb, 4 ; 59th, 
15; 66tb,l; 81st, 1; 87th, 11; and 89th, 1; the folio wmg officers 
were gazetted to regiments of the line at the following dates in 
the same year — Lientenant George to the 75tli foot, and Lieut. 
Abraham Taylor to the 82nd foot, both cominissions dated 16th 
Pebruaty ; Ensign Reynolds to the 89th, commission dated 2nd 
May ; and Ensign Cairnes to the 60th, commission dated 15th 
October, 1811. 

An Act of Parliament having been passed at an early period 
of the session in 1813, to amend the laws relating to the Irish 
Uihtia, a communication, by command of the Lord Lieutenant, 
dated Dubhn Castle, 29tli of June in that year, was addressed 
to the colonel, or officer commanding the Royal Tyrone at 
GaJway, to the eS'ect that, as the regiment was incomplete in 
its establishment, it bad been decided to bring into operation 
the provision of the first clause of that Act, by which one-fourth 
part of the whole number of persons to he raised in each year 
for the militia should consist of boys of the age of fourteen years 
and upwards. " The Lord Lieutenant therefore directed that 
the necessary measures would be adopted for euroUing such a 
number of boys as might be attached to the regiment under this 
authority, according to regulations. No boy was to be under 
five feet in height, with an appearance of growing, and was to 
undergo the same inspection as recruits raised for the militia, 
and to be attested according to the form of oath prescribed by 
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the 2nd section of the Act of the Slst of the King (George in.)> 
chap. 118. 

** These boys were to be raised by beat of drum, same as 
other recruits, and to receive a bounty of four guineas, and a 
daily pay of lOd." 

In compliance with tliis order, a number of boys were enrolled 
in this and the following year, among whom were a goodly 
number of the sons of men then serving in the regiment, and 
at headquarters with their fathers. 

Sir James M. Stronge, Bart., who was appointed second lieu- 
tenant-colonel in the regiment at the augmentation on the 18th 
of February, 1806, resigned his commission on the 6th of April, 
1812, in Galway; Major John Lindsay was promoted to be 
lieutenant-colonel in succession to Sir James ; and Captain 
Acheson Moore, to be major, in succession to Major Lindsay. 

The next move of the regiment was to Tuam, as its head- 
quarters, where it marched in July, leaving its detachments in 
those out- stations they occupied from the time it arrived in 
Galway in April, 1811. 

By an order from the adjutant-general's oiOfice, dated 24th 
August, 1812, a feu-de-joie w&Q fired by the regiment to celebrate 
a glorious victory obtained by the allied army in the neighbour- 
hood of Salamanca, under the command of General the Earl of 
Wellington. 

In the year 1812 this regiment gave 93 volunteers to 
regiments of the line, as follows — Coldetream Guards, 8 ; the 
6th foot, 1 ; the 8th, 5 ; 22nd, 12 ; 27th, 1 ; 29th, 21 ; 41st, 3 ; 
50th, 2 ; 56th, 1 ; 67th, 1 ; 82nd, 1 ; 83rd, 6 ; 87th, 4 ; 90th, 1 ; 
100th, 29 ; and lOlst, 3. 

Lieutenant Humphreys obtained a commission in the 100th 
regiment, to which he was gazetted on the 26th September, 
1812 ; and Assistant Surgeon Alexander Sinclair was appointed 
to the 1st foot, on the 8fd of December, 1812. 

In the month of April, 1813, in consequence of its being then 
intended by the authorities to remove the Tyrone Begiment to 
do duty in England, it was ordered from Tuam to Limerick, 
where it only remained until the beginning of May, when it 
proceeded to Cork, expecting to march direct to Cove (now 
Queenstown) for embarkation; but in this the regiment was 
disappointed, as after its arrival there a countermand was 
received, and it remained in Cork garrison until the beginning 
of February, 1814, when it was ordered to Clonmel. 

In the year 1818, one hundred and thirty-two volunteers were 
given to the following regiments of the line — to the 8th, 2 ; 
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12th, 1 ; 16th, 4 ; 2lBt, 2 ; 22ud, 58 ; 32ud, 1 ; 87th, 8 ; 48rd 
1 ; 70th, 88 ; 72ad, 9 ; Qlith, 2 ; 88th, 7 ; 90th, 1 ; DTth. 8 ; 
and to the 100th, 5. 

The followiug officers of the regiment obtained commissions 
in 1S13 and 1814— Ensign John Caulfleld, 22ud foot, in June, 
1818 ; Ensign Gaaton, 70th foot, in March, 1814 ; Lieutenant 
James Maxwell, 70th foot ; Lieutenant Arthur Stanley, 87th 
foot ; and Lieutenant Henderson Crozier, 22nd foot, on the 12th 
May, 1814. 

1 may here observe, that as the war had now virtually ceased 
no volunteering after the mouth of January, 1814, took place. 
In this month, one mtin volunteeLod to the 22nd ; and eight to 
the 70th regiment of foot. 

On the 15th of April, the following communication was 



" Adjutant-Generiil's ofBce, Dublin, 14th April, 1814. 

" General order. — Official intelligence having been received 
announciug the glorious and important events of the abdication 
of the Crowns of Franco and Italy, by Buonaparte, and the 
formal recall of Louis the Eighteenth, by the provisional 
Government of France to the throne of his ancestors, it is the 
commander of the force'H orders, that s, feu-de-joie shall be fired 
by all the troops and gaiiiaons throughout Ireland, in cela- 
bratiou of these great and interesting occurrences. 

" By order of the commander of the forces, 

"J. HAY, A. -General." 

I thinlc it almost unnecessary to allude to the cheerfulness 
and spirit with which this order "was acquiesced in and carried 
out by the Boyal Tyrone, under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Liudesay, as well as by the squadron of Dragoons, tho 
Artillery, and Queen's County Militia, then in Clonmel, while 
the bands of the Eoyal Tyrone, and Queen's County regiments 
filled the air with their onUvening music of the " Downfall of 
Paris," both going to and returning from the field of exercise, 
and through the principal streets ; and the three hearty cheers 
which were given for the king, the British, and alhed armies 
after ihe Jeu-de-jou was£red were most onthiisiastio. 

On the arrival of the regiment in Clonmel, a subaltern's de- 
tachmeut was stationed in Lismore, under the command of 
Lieutenant Bouchier, and continued to occupy those quarters, 
although tho headquarters of -the regiment was moved to 
Cashel in tho month of July, 1814, At this time the greater 
part of the regiment was scattered on detachments in tho fol- 
lowing places in the County Tijiperary, namely : — Cahir, 
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Tipperary* Callan, Ninemile-house, Ardfinnen, Ballyporeen, 
Littletown, Cappawhite, Mullinahone, Ardmoyle, New Inn, 
Mucklershill, and Kilmagenny. On these detachments, inclu- 
ding Lismore, there were 2 captains, 8 lieutenants, 4 ensigns, 
1 assistant-surgeon, 27 sergeants, 8 drummers, and 509 rank 
and £tie. 

The regiment only remained in Gashel and its out-quarters 
for two months, when it was ordered to TuUamore as head- 
quarters, in the month of September, 1814. From this, 
detachments were sent to Ldngford, Mountrath, Granard, 
Borris-in-Ossory, and Donaghmore, and, in the month of 
October, other detachments were sent out from TuUamore to 
the following stations: — Lanesboro', Castletown, Horseleap, 
Clara, Ballynagar, Ballymore, Kilbeggan, and Moyvare. 

As the result of the late abdication by Buonaparte of the 
crowns of France and Italy, and of his being exiled in 
the island of Elba, it was, no doubt, considered that 
the war with France was at an end, and that, therefore, 
arrangements might be adopted for disembodying the militia. 
With this view, a circular letter was addressed from the Adju- 
tant-General's ojQfice, dated 10th June, 1814, to the general 
officers commanding districts, and through them to officers 
commanding regiments, as a preliminary step, " to give orders 
to all officers (except those attending Parliament), non-com- 
missioned officers, drummers, and private men who were absent, 
to join their regiments immediately on their arriving in their 
respective counties, if their leaves of absence did not sooner 
expire, so that the necessary measures might be adopted, and 
the soldiers' accounts be in readiness for a final settlement upon 
receipt pf the order for disembodying their corps. And so much 
importance was attached to the appointment of non-commis- 
sioned officers that colonels, or commanding officers, would see 
the propriety of using every circumspection in filling up such 
vacancies as might arise, more especially among the permanent 
class, as it was obvious that upon their steadiness and conduct 
depended in a great degree the future credit, appearance, and 
effective strength of the whole establishment." 

In the autumn of 1814 a number of the Irish militia regi- 
ments returned to their respective counties and were dis-embodi- 
ed ; but the Royal Tyrone was not among this number, as it 
remained in TuUamore up tiU the month of February, 1815, 
when it received the route to march to Londonderry as its 
headquarters, leaving behind the detachments which were 
in Longford and Granard untU the end of March foUowing. 
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The state of the weather when the headquarter diviaion lefi 
TuUamore waa very severe, as the snow and sleet fell frequently 
daring that long and wearisome march. The detachments from 
Longford and Grauard were more fortunate in their move as 
fine weather accompanied them on their tiresome journey to 
Derry. 

Shortly after the entire regiment had arrived at Derry, an 
order waa received to discharge all men who had acrved five 
years and upwards. 

TliU reduction waa to be carried out at four periods, namely 
—on the 10th of May, 10th of June, 10th of July, and 10th of 
Augast, beginning with those who had aerved the longest on the 
loth of May ; at the same time any man who waa fit to aerve 
and who wished to remain in the regiment waa ro-onroUod for a 
term of five yeara, of which privilege many took advantage, and 
not & few were promoted to the rank of sergeants and corporala, 
to replace those who were diauharged at that time, and recom- 
mended to the Board of Kilmaiuham for pension, which they 
obtained. 

When the first period of reduction was over, a large flying 
party, as it waa caUed, of the sergeants and corporals, with a 
good corps of fifera and drummers, under the command of 
Berge ant- Major Taylor, proceeded to the principal towns of the 
county to collect rocruita, of wliioh, on their firat tour, they 
brought in a large number. One great attraction about this 
party was that the fifera and drummers employed on this 
occasion were bandsmen all dressed in the state clothing of the 
band, with a coloured man ta heat the basa drum, also 
dressed- in state clothing. This drew the attention of the 
populace towards the party much more than on an ordinary 
occasion, and, no doubt, was the cause of success, 

Detachmenta of the regiment occupied quartera in the follow- 
ing placea in the county of Donegal, during tho time the 
headquarters remained in Derry, namely ; — Buncrana, Cai-n- 
donagh, Culdaff, Diiuree-fort, Grccncaatlo, and Malin, in which 
stations both ofB.cers and men were much harassed on revenue 
duty, though aa a matter of course they were rewarded for each 
seizure they made. 

The Derry Races having commeuced on the 2nd August, 
1816, such men of tho regiment as were disposed to go to the 
race-course waa to parade at a quarter before three, p.m., in the 
barrack yard, and to be marched from thence and hack by the 
orderly officer of the day, agreealile to the garriaon order. 

The regiment being now reduced to the original standard or 
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quota from its angmentation during the war, the officers were 
also included in this reduction, therefore the services of the 
junior field officers, Lieutenant- Colonel John lindesay, and 
Major the Honourable Henry Caulfeild, of the junior lieutenants 
of each company, and of the junior assistant-surgeon were 
dispensed with, and all the compensation the subalterns and 
assistant-surgeon received was two months* pay, and that without 
any claim to a retired allowance. 

Immediately after the half-yearly inspection of the regiment 
on the 6th October, 1815, a brigade order was issued, from 
which I extract the following paragraph. — " The appearance 
and manoeuvres performed by the EoyaJ Tyrone Militia in the 
field this day was satisfactory to Major General Burnet, who is 
happy to observe that considerable attention has been paid to 
the improvement of the young soldiers, and advancement of the 
recruits.'* 

On the 28rd of October, 1815, routes were received for the 
regiment to march for Birr on the 25th, 26th, and 27th of that 
month, when it proceeded according to the following arrange- 
ments : —

On the arrival of the regiment at Birr after another long and 
wearisome march, detachments were ordered- to the following 
out-stations — Banagher, Eathdowney, Cloghan, Cullahill, and 
Clononey, which numbered 2 captains, 4 subalterns, 9 sergeants, 
2 drummers, and 202 rank and file ; of these two companies 
were in Banagher, under the command of Captain Lodge. The 
light company was subsequently sent to Mountmellick. 

From the arrival of the regiment at Birr and at its out- 
stations in November, 1815, nothing worthy of remark occurred 
until the latter end of February, 1816, when any leave of 
absence granted to officers by the commander of the forces from 



that time, waa sure to be accompanied by a oonolaJing para- 
graph, that " thoae ofBcers must hold thomaelveH in readioesa 
to join upon orders beiug received for disembodying the 
regiment." 

As the disembodying of the militia was now the fixed deter- 
mination of the Qoverameut, routes were received by the officer 
commanding the Royal Tyrone Militia on the 11th of March, 
1816, for the regiment to march in two divisions on the lith 
and isth of that naouth to Augluiacloy, according to the follow- 
arrangementa :— 

First division, commanded by Captain Kyfdn, on the 14th of 
March — Grenadiers, Captain Ki chard sou's, Captain Lodge's, 
Captain Brien's oompaniee, and vacant company. 

Second division, commanded bj Major Irvine, on the 15th of 
March — Captain Moore'a, Captain Priugle's, Captain Boyle's, 
Captain Milter'a companies, and light company. 

On the regiment arriving at Aughnacloy, and prior to its 
being disembodied, a court of enquiry, of which Lieut, -Colonel 
William Stewart was president, waa held by order of Colonel 
the (first) Earl of Caledou, to iuveatigate such claims as might 
be Bubmitted by the meu of the regiment for ita consideration. 

The men of the regiment being allowed fourteen days' pay at 
the dieembodimeut to enable them to proceed to their respective 
homes, officers in command of companies were to take their 
receipt for that amount and to submit those receipts to the 
commanding officer, agreeable to a form to be seen at the 
orderly room. 

A regimental order, of which the following ia a transcript, 
waa issued at Aughnacloy ou the 28th of March, 1816 : — 

" Major General Buruet having ordered the regiment to be 
formed at seven o'clock to-morrow morning, for the purpose of 
being disembodied, the Earl of Calodon avails himself of this 
last opportunity of expressing to the officers, uon- commissioned 
officers, and privates, the aenae of obhgation ho entertaina for 
the exemplary manner in which the regiment has conducted 
itself. The Earl of Caledon earnestly reijiiests tJio soldiers to 
flhow theii- discipline to iiia orders by separating without noise 
or tumult, ami he recommends them to return to their respec- 
tive homes with aa httle delay as possible." 

The following is a list of the ofiiocra serving with the Royal 
Tyrone Mihtia at its disembodiment on the 29th of March, 
1816 ; on which reduction the lieutenants and assistant -surgeon 
were allowed 2s. 6d., aud the cnsigna 23. per day, as a reth-ing 
allowance during hfe ; but were liable to serve again in case of 
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a re-embodiment of the militia, or if the regiment was called \ 
for training.

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CHAPTEE V. 



fHE permaneiit staff of the regiment, compriaing the follow- 
ing number of officers, nou-commiasioned officera, and 
drEmmers paraded on the SOth of March, 1816, a,t half-past 
aleven o'clock, and carrying the regimental colours, proceeded 
by route to Caledon to be stationed there until further orders : 
1 adjutant— Richard Carey ; 1 quartermaster — Wm, Martin ; 
1 paymaster— Ealph Macklin ; 1 surgcon^ — John Sinclair ; 1 
Bergeant- major — Ely Taylor ; 1 quartermaster- sergeant — James 
Darragh ; 1 drum-major — John Thornton ; 40 sergeants, 60 
corporals, and 20 drummera. 

The large mansion formerly occupied hy General Pringle'H 
descendants, and which was then vacant, had been set apart by 
Lord Caledon for the resception of the four staff of&cerB, with 
a splendid garden in its rere.- 

The office-houses of this mansion were nicely fitted up aa 
barrack rooms for the accommodation of the other members of 
the staff, as also two other houses then known as " Waterloo," 
on the site of which the Caledon Mills were erected, and now 
stand. 

Lord Caledon spared no expense in making those houses as 
comfortable aa possible ; but the staff being so numerous all 
could not, be accommodated, and such married men aa could 
not were permitted to provide themselves with houses in the 
town, or its vicinity. 

Hia lordship being moat anxious for the comfort and welfare 
of the staff, and particularly for the married men and their 
families, an-anged with Quartermaster Martin to establish 
weaving shops for the employment of such men of the staff as 
had been brought up to that trade. 

His lordship provided the looms, and Mr. Martin was to 
snpply them with yarns of the different qualities for making the 
linens then in demand. 

Such of the men as could not weave, and were willing to

work, were employed as labourers in his lordsliip's demesne. 

However, these indulgences to the staff were not permitted 
to interfere with its nulitajy duties, either in the matter of 
parades, or guards. 

A sergeant, two corporals, and a drummer mounted each day 
as barrack guard, in full dress, with arms and accoutrements. 

Parades were held for Divine service, evening parades on 
Sundays with arms and accoutrements, and on each Monday 
morning throughout the spring and summer in fatigue dress, 
with arms and accoutrements, at six o'clock for drill in the 
demesne. All this was carried out until the 24th of December, 
1822, when the staff was reduced by the discharge of fourteen 
sergeants, eighteen corporals, and five drummers. 

On this reduction being carried out, the Earl of Caledon 
selected for discharge the senior sergeants who were entitled to 
pension from their long service. Measures being then in 
progress for extending the establishment of police in the 
Province of Munster, arrangements were made for attaching to 
it, as constables, such of the non-commissioned officers and 
drummers of the militia as might be discharged, provided they 
were qualified for such employment by being of sound consti- 
tution, able-bodied, under forty years of age, able to read and 
write, and of a good character for honesty, fidelity, and 
activity. 

The corporals and drummers of the Tyrone, who availed 
themselves of this opportunity, were all approved of as being 
well qualified to act as constables ; one of the drummers named 
Moore rose to the rank of head-constable in a comparatively 
short time after joining that force. 

I should have observed that in October, 1816, Surgeon John 
Sinclair retired on six shillings per day, and that his son, 
Alexander, succeeded him as surgeon on the staff of this regi- 
ment, his commission bearing date the 1st of November, 1816. 
He being removed to the medical staff in India in April, 1818, 
his uncle, Samuel Sinclair, suceeded him as surgeon on the 
staff of the Eoyal Tyrone. 

Captain Carey having resigned the adjutancy of this regiment 
about the end of April, 1822, received a retiring allowance 
of eight shillings per day. The Earl of Caledon appointed 
Captain Eichard B. Lodge to be adjutant, his comuiission 
bearing date the 2nd of May, 1822. 

The following regimental order, issued by Colonel the Earl of 
Caledon, cannot fail to show the kind and benevolent disposition 
entertained by his lordship, and the anxiety he felt for tiie wel- 
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fare of the families anil staff imder liis lordsliip'3 command. 
I give the onler, verbatim : — 

"Caledon, 12th February, 1821. 
" Ab eeveral of the staff have lately died, leaving their families 
in great dietreBs, Lord Caledon feels it necessary to call to the 
attention of those who remain, the duty tbey owe to themselves 
and their children of endeavouring to provide the means of 
future subsistenco at a time whon they are enabled to do so, aa 
it is a fact that all the non-commisBioned officers, -with the 
advantages they enjoy, can save from their pay; and they 
shonld recollect that they are uot only liable to the casualties 
to which aU are subject, biit that they are likewise liable to 
immediate reduction, or to a diminution of pay. Lord Caledon 
recommends when money is saved that it should be placed in 
a savings' bank, where it will bear interest, and may bo with- 
drawn at anytime. If Lord Caledon fiudH the advice neglootod, 
"fie will suppose that the non-commisHioned officers are deficient 
"ta firugality, and in this event, instead of allowing them to 
dissipate their time in idleness, as some appear to do, he will 
keep them employed in military duties — such as drills and 
guard mounting. In issuing this order. Lord Caledon ia aware 
that some of the staff are industrious and educate their children 
— to such this order does not apply. 

"CALEDON, Colonel." 
In the beginning of the month of January, 1825, Surgeon 
Samnel Sinclair, who had been surgeon in the Eoya! Navy 
during the late war with France, and wlio, at its termination 
was placed on the temporary retired list, was now recalled to 
join that branch of the service, and the Earl of Caledon recom- 
mended the senior assistant- surgeon, Joseph H. Scott, as his 
successor, and on the 17th of January, 1825, his commission as 
surgeon was confirmed. 

In the month of August, 1826. on the recommendation of his 
lordship, Captaiu Andrew Millar was appointed paymaster in 
anccession to Captain William Pringlo ; and in the month of 
May, 1 827, Lieutenant John Hyde was appointed quartermaster 
on the decease of Mr. Martin. 

The following extract, in reference to a fm'ther reduction of 
the staff of miUtia regiments, is taken from a war office ch'cular 
of the 13th of January, 1820, No. 626. 

" My Lord^I have the honor to inform your lordship that 
His Majesty's Government having taking into consideration the 
'l^ense of the staff of the militia, have determined to submit to 
Parliament a bill for effecting seme reduction in that branch of 
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the public expenditure. 

<* According to the proposed measure^ the future establishment 
retained on permanent pay at headquarters will be for each corps 
— 1 adjutant, 1 sergeant-major, 1 sergeant for every forty private 
men, 1 drummer for every two companies, with an additional 
drummer for each flank company ; in addition to which, in 
regiments consisting of eight companies and upwards, a drum- 
major will be allowed. 

'< It is the intention of Government to reduce the following 
individuals, viz. : — paymasters, surgeons, quartermasters, 
quartermaster-sergeants, the number of sergeants exceeding the 
proportion of one for forty privates, all the corporals, the d[rum- 
majors of corps consisting of less than eight companies, 
the number of drummers exceeding one for every two companies, 
and one for each flank company, the two flfers of each regiment 
or battalion. 

'* You are therefore requested to furnish me as early as 
possible with a correct statement of the ages and services of all 
the individuals of these ranks, with a view to ascertain what 
reduced disembodied allowances any of them may be deemed to 
be entitled to." 

The circular from which the foregoing extract is taken was 
addressed to Colonel the Earl of Caledon, and signed by H. 
Hardinge. 

The reduction was carried out on the 24th of June, 1829, after 
which the regimental staff consisted of the adjutant, sergeant- 
major, drum-major, 16 sergeants, and 7 drummers ; but on the 
10th day of October 1885, a further and last reduction took 
place, diminishing the staff to an adjutant, sergeant-major, and 
six sergeants, and if any of these died, or were discharged, the 
vacancy caused by either circumstance was not to be filled up. 

The next circumstance I have to record in connection with 
the regiment is the lamented death of the first Earl of Caledon, 
which occurred in the month of April, 1889. His lordship had 
been colonel of the Eoyal Tyrone Militia for nearly 86 years, 
having succeeded the Earl of Belmore in command of the regi- 
ment on the 11th of August, 1804. 

After his death, the late Earl of Caledon was appointed his 
successor on the 1st of May, 1839. 

Captain Lodge, who had been adjutant of the regiment from 
the 2nd of May, 1822, in succession to Captain Carey, died on 
the 16th of September, 1840. This vacancy was not then filled 
u^), pursuant to the Government order issued at the last 
reduction of the staff in October, 1835. 
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The nest inoident occnrring with the dimiaiBlied staff of the 
regiment was tlie appointment of Mr. Lundie, who had retired 
on penaioa from the Coldatream Guards, and whom Lord 
Coledoa tecommonded for the adjutaucy, in pursuance of a 
circular letter received from the war office, dated 1st December, 
1845, of which the following is an extract : — 

" Her Majesty having been graciously pleased to signify her 
commands that the permanent staff of the several regiments of 
militia in Ireland shall be completed to the nmnber limited by 
the Act of the 6th and 6th of William the 4th, ehap. 87, I 
have the honoui' to acquaint you that the establishment of the 
Btaff of the regiment under your command shall consist of the 
following numbers : — one adjutant, one sergeant-major, and 
light sergeants." 

On the 5th of March, 1846, Adjutant Lundie was appointetl, 
bat the two vacancies in the rank of sergeant were not tilled up. 
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CHAPTER VL 



TTtHE next circtimstance in connection with the regiment is 
^ its re-embodiment, after a period of nearly thirty-nine 
years. 

The Crimean war having been declared, a beating order was 
received by his lordship in the beginning of November, 1864, to 
raise volunteers for the regiment nnder his command. 

In this matter his lordship, together with Lieut.-Colonel 
Stronge, took a most lively interest, and no doubt Lord Galedon 
then looked forward with some degree of pleasure to the time 
when he hoped to assume the command, and be found at the 
head of the regiment as its colonel. 

During the months of November and December, 1854, and up 
to the 8rd of January, 1855, eighty-seven volunteers had been 
enrolled, but of this number sixteen had already extended their 
services to the line ; so that on the morning of the 4th of 
January, 1855, the day named for assembling, there were only 
seventy-one mustered in the barrack yard at Caledon, inde- 
pendent of the staff. 

The following are the names of officers present at the embodi- 
ment of the regiment, on the 4th of January, 1855, with the

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Affcer the assembly on the 4th of January, recmitmg parties 
were sent out to the principal towns in the county for the 
^ purpose of enrolling volunteers, in which they succeeded admi- 
* rably, as between the 4th and 80th of January, 77 recruits 
joined the regiment, but of these 15 went to the line, so that 
about 183 volunteers marched from Caledon to Omagh on the 
80th, where they arrived on the 81st of January, 1855, a rather 
" motley group," as it was not possible to have them supplied 
with clothing in the meantime. However, they were not kept 
long in this state, as a heavy pressure was put upon Messrs. 
Dolan& Co., of London, the clothiers selected for the regiment, 
who soon after forwarded the necessary supplies of clothing. 

No delay was now permitted to occur in sending out recruiting 
parties to the surrounding towns on market and fair days, and 
the success was so great that by the end of the month of June, 
the regiment was almost made up to 600 rank and file. 

" Dublin Castle, 18th April, 1856. 

«* General Order — My Lord — I am directed by the Lord 
Lieutenant to inform your lordship in reference to your letter 
of the 16th ulto., that His Excellency has been pleased to durect 
that the Eoyal Tyrone Begiment of Militia shall bear the title 
of the Boyal Tyrone Fusilier Begiment of Militia.

** E. 0. — Lieut.-Col. Stronge has much pleasure in making 
known to the regiment the general's entire approbation of their 
appearance and steadiness under arms, and the precision with 
which they executed all the manoevures at the inspection yester- 
day ; also the great satisfaction at their general good conduct 
and character, and that he will have much pleasure in reporting 
the same to the commander-in-chief." 

" Headquarters, Omagh, 8rd July, 1856. 

'* B. 0. — It is with the deepest regret that Lieutenant-Colonel 
Stronge has to announce to the Boyal Tyrone Fusiliers that 
Colonel the Earl of Caledon died at his residence, Carlton 
Terrace, London, at nine o'clock on the morning of Saturday, 
the 80th June." 

On the day of his lordship's funeral at Caledon, all the officers 
of the regiment, without exception, were present at that last 
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sad oeremony, to sec liis remains deposited in their resting place. 

Never shall the writer of this record forget the acts of kiud- 
nesB which his lordship manifested towards Limeelf and his 
family on many occasions ; nor will he ever forget that it was 
by his influence that he has enjoyed for over seventeen years 
the honorable position of bearing Her Majesty's commisaion as 
an officer in the Eoyal Tyrone Puailiera. 

On the 10th of June, 1855, the rogimont received the route 
for England, to which it was to proceed from Omagh by rail to 
I*ondonderry, in two divisions, on the liJth and 14fh of July, 
and thence by sttamer to Liverpool, and on by rail to Sheffield. 

What a contrast will present itself to the mind of the reader 
of this record, on comparing the move of the regiment now 
from the county for the third time, witli its first move on the 
17th of March, 179ii to Watcrford, and its second move to 
Limerick, in August, 1803 1 Then the marches were long and 
weai7, with heavy knapsacks and well-filled pouches of ball- 
cartridge ; now there was nothing of this, aa the men were 
neither foot-sore or wearied witii heavy burdens, they and 
their baggage being carried by rail to their destination. 

On the 4th of August following, a volunteering to the line 
took place in Sbcffidd, when 78 men of the Eoyal Tyrone 
Fusiliers extended their services to the following rogimcuts : — 
to the Boyal Artillery, 8 ; Eoyal Marines, G ; 7th Hussars, 6 ; 
Coldstream Guards, Ifi ; 18th Eoyal Ksh, 4 ; and the 6ath, 
40. As the result of this volunteering, Lieutenant Anderson 
was gazetted to the 44tb foot, on the 6th of September, 1855. 
" Headquarters, Shefiield, 17th October, 1855. 

" E. 0. — Lieutenant -Colonel Stronge has much pleasure in 
making known to the Eoyal Tyrone Fusiliers, JIajor-General 
Arbuthnot's entire approbation of their appearance under arms 
at his inspection yesterday. 

" The steadiness, cleaulinees, soldier-like appearance, and 
general good conduct of the regiment were particularly noticed 
by the general," 

On the 20th of December, 1865, the regiment removed from 
Sheffield to Sunderland, as its headquarters, where seven 
companies were stationed, the remaining three companies being 
then sent on detachment to Tyiiemoutli, under the command 
of Major Eoss. On the 1st of January, 1856, No. 4 company 
was also sent to Tynemouth to augment the detachment there. 

On the 16th of Februai-y, 1856. another volunteering from 
die Eoyal Tyrone Fusiliers to regiments of the lino took place, 
when 8"G men extended theii' services to the following coi-ps ; — 
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Boyal Artillery, 80 ; Coldstream Guards, 2 ; IStli foot, 1 ; 21st, 
8 ; 48tli, 1 ; 69th, 1 ; 86tli, 46 ; and Eoyal Marines, 8. 

The regiment having again given such a lafge quota of 
volunteers to the line. Lieutenant L. M. Buchanan was gazetted 
ensign in the 88th regiment of foot on the 29th of February, 1866. 

A destructive fire having occurred in the Lyceum Theatre at 
Sunderland on the morning of the 9th of March, 1866, on which 
occasion the regiment, with the barrack engine, was ordered out 
by Major Cole Hamilton, to assist in arresting its progress, the 
following resolution of the Town Council is recorded : — 

" At a meeting of the Town Council of the Borough of Sunder- 
land, held on Wednesday, the 12th day of March, 1866, 

" Eesolved unanimously — That the thanks of the Council be 
given to Major Hamilton, and the officers, and soldiers of the 
Eoyal Tyrone Fusiliers under his command, who assisted the 
poHce at the recent fire in the High- street, in this Borough, on 
the morning of the 9th instant, for their prompt, valuable, and 
efficient aid upon that occasion. 

"ANTHONY JOHN MOOEE, Mayor." 

On the 22nd of May, 1866, the regiment was ordered to hold 
itself in readiness to move at short notice, and it was expected 
that it would be retained on Dublin duty for a time. On the 
morning of the 24th of May, it left Sunderland by rail for 
Whitehaven, where it arrived, and embarking the same evening 
on board the " Tynewald" steamer, sailed for the North Wall, 
Dublin, which it reached the following day. The regiment was 
disembarked under the superintendence of Colonel Doyle, then 
quartermaster-general, and, instead of remaining in Dublin as 
was expected, it was marched to the Amiens-street Station, where 
a train was in readiness to convey it to Armagh the same day, 
leaving a baggage guard under the command of Captain White, 
who, with the quartermaster, proceeded the following morning 
with it by rail to Armagh, where it was re-loaded on carts, and 
escorted by a guard under command of Lieutenant Maxwell to 
Omagh. 

On arrival of the regiment at Omagh, one company was sent 
on detachment to Lifford. 

" Headquarters, Omagh, 16th June, 1856. 

** E. 0. — Lieutenant- Colonel Stronge, commandant, has 
much pleasure in making known to the Eoyal Tyrone Fusiliers 
Major- General Gough's very great satisfaction on his inspection 
of the regiment this day. The major-general was pleased to 
express his entire approbation of the cleanliness and order of 
the barrack rooms, the good conduct of the men in quarters, 
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tJieir staadmesB and eolilier-like appearance under aitns, and 
the preoiBion with which they performed the different evolutions 
at the inspection. The major- general was also pleased to say 
that the good conduct of the men waa a credit to themaelveB, 
their country, and the service gonerally." 

The regiment was now diaemboilicd for the third time on the 
29th of August, 1856, after a service of a year and eight mouths.

As the permanent staff of the regiment was to be stationed 
in Dungannon after the disembodiment in August, the adjutant 
and quartermaster were directed by Lieutenant- Colonel Stronge 
to proceed there on the 28th of July, to make arrangements 
for proper store-rooms in which to preserve the clothing and 
accoutrements of the regiment. These rooms were provided at 
the expense of the county, and the arrangements being carried 
out, the staff moved from Omagh to Dungannon on the 1st of 
September, 1866, where it only remained for a little over twelve 
months, when the regiment was again ordered to be embodied 
in consequence of the Indian mutiny, and the staff to return to 
Omagh. On the 3rd day of November, 1867, the regiment re- 
assembled under the command of Lieutenant- Colonel Stronge. 

The regiment having re-assembled at twelve o'clock on the 
8rd of November, pursuant to the warrant of His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, the following number of officers and men 
were present at the muster on that day : — 3 field officers, 9 
captains, 16 subalternp, 6 staff officers, 30 sergeants, and 488 
drummers, rank and file. 

On the 11th of November, 1867, routes were received for the 
regiment to march to Armagh in five divisions, of two companies 
each, the first to move on the following day, Thursday, the 
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12tli ; the second on Friday, the 13th ; the third on Saturday, 
the 14th ; the fourth on Monday, the 16th ; and the fifth on 
Tuesday, the 17th of November. This march occupied tliroe 
days, the first to Ballygawley, second to Caledon, and the thu'd 
to Armagh, independent of the halt day, Sunday ; the second 
division was in Caledon, and the third in Ballygawley. 

The regiment only remained about a month in Armagh, 
when a route was received for its removal to Hamilton, in 
Lanarkshire. 

It proceeded by rail from Armagh to Belfast on the 15th of 
December, and thence by the steamer **Elk" to Glasgow ; a 
second steamer followed with the baggage, in charge of the 
quartermaster, with a guard under the command of Lieutenant 
William Moore. On arriving at Glasgow, the regiment marched 
to the railway station, and proceeded to Hamilton, with the 
exception of Nos. 3 and 9 companies, which were sent on 
detachment to Paisley, under command of Major Ross. Two 
other companies, Nos. 4 and 5, were ordered to Paisley on the 
2nd of April, 1858. 

Volunteering to the line having taken place on the 22nd of 
February and 16th of April, 1858, 49 men of the Royal Tyrone 
Fusiliers extended their services to various regiments, which 
are not enumerated. 

Major-General Viscount Melville having notified his intention 
to Lieutenant- Colonel- Stronge that he would inspect the regi- 
ment on the 22nd of April, 1858, at Hamilton, and having 
carried out that intention, the result was communicated to the 
oflBicers and men in the following complimentary terms : 
" Lieutenant- Colonel Stronge, commandant, has much pleasure 
in making known to the regiment Major-General Lord Melville's 
approbation and entire satisfaction with the soldier-like bearing 
of the officers and men under arms, and with the steadiness 
and precision with which they executed every movement during 
the major-general's inspection this morning, and with the high 
character and general good conduct of the regiment." 

It having been again determined by the Government to dis- 
embody the militia of the United Kingdom, a letter was received 
from Dublin Castle, bearing date the 22nd of April, 1858, from 
which I extract the following paragraphs : — 

** Sir — I am commanded by the Lord Lieutenant to request 
that the general commanding will convey to the commanding 
officers of the several corps which are to be disembodied, the 
expression of the very great satisfaction which Her Majesty has 
reeceived from the exemplary services of the corps under their 
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command, and to acquaint you that Her Majesty is pleased to 
grant the following allowances on the occasion to the officers 
and men^hereinafter mentioned : — 

" To each subaltern, an allowance equal to six months' pay, 
and to the surgeon and assistant-surgeon, an allowance equal 
to one year's pay, from the day of disembodiment, exclusive. 

« The adjutant and other members of the permanent staff are 
not to have any gratuity or allowance on disembodiment, as 
they will revert to the pay fixed for their respective ranks 
previously to the embodiment of the corps, as specified in Article 
186 of the Militia Eegulations, dated the 1st September, 1854. 
The quartermaster, now holding a commission as such, will 
also be retained on the permanent staff, with pay at 5s. per 
diem. 

''His Excellency desires, in conclusion, to express the satis- 
faction which he feels in having the honour of signifying on the 
present occasion Her Majesty's gracious approbation of the 
services of the officers, non-commissioned officers, drummers, 
and private men belonging to the regiment about to be disem- 
bodied, 

" THOMAS A. LARCOM." 

The regiment having now received the route for Omagh, the 
first division of five companies left Hamilton at half-past twelve 
o'clock on the 6th of May, by rail to Glasgow, and embarked on 
board the steamer ** Rose" for Londonderry ; the remaining five 
companies left at the same hour on the 8th, for Glasgow, .and 
embarked on board the ** Thistle," for same place, arriving in 
Omagh from Londonderry on the 9th of May, 1868.

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CHAPTER Vn. 



JL LL that I now think necessary to notice with regard to the 
iS^ officers is the few changes which took place since the 
disembodiment in 1856, and these are as follows : — 

Captain E. B. F. Stronge, appointed 16th October, 1857, Sir 
J. M, Stewart, resigned ; Captain George W. Vesey, appointed 
29th December, 1857, Captain D. White, resigned ; Lieutenant 
Daniel Wilson, promoted 10th February, 1857, J. M. Cochran, 
resigned; Lieutenant George P. M'Clintock, appointed 10th 
February, 1857, J. H. Maginnis, resigned ; Ensign William 
Porter, appointed 21st Nov., 1857, G. K. Homer, resigned ; 
Ensign Edward Stack, appointed 29th November, 1857, F. W. 
Crossley, resigned ; Ensign J. B. Bailiie, appointed 15th Jan., 
1858, Daniel Wilson, promoted. 

From the 15th of May up to the 28rd of August, 1858, sixty- 
three volunteers of the regiment joined different regiments of 
the line, for which purpose they obtained their release from 
their militia engagement, and fifty-four more extended their 
services from that date up to the 9th of April, 1859. 

Major A. W. Cole Hamilton having resigned his commission, 
he was succeeded by Major James Alfred Caulfeild, on the 
19th of June, 1859. 

On the 15th of July, 1859, the regiment was called up for 
twenty-one days* training and exercise, and on the 2nd of 
August it was inspected by Colonel W. Hamilton, C.B., after 
which the following appeared in orders — *' The commandant. 
Lieutenant Colonel Stronge, has much pleasure in making 
known to the officers and men of the Boval Tyrone Fusiliers 
the entire approbation of the inspecting field-officer, Colonel W. 
Hamilton, C.B., of the appearance of the regiment at his in- 
spection this morning, and also of the very good conduct of the 
men in quarters during the period of training.'' 

16tb November, 1859.— Captain Lundie, with Sergeant Scoles 
and Sergeant Donaghy, having been ordered to the School of 
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Musketry at Hythe, the charge of the staff, and the carrying 
out of the enrohnent duty devolved upon the quartermaster 
during the absence of the adjutant. 

On the 23rd of December, 1858, Captain Andrew F. Knox, of 
the Eoyal Tyrone Fusiliers, exchanged regiments with Captain 
C. K. Colhoun of the Donegal Militia ; and on the 19th of July, 
1859, Lieutenant Deane Mann was promoted to be captain, in 
room of Captain Vesey, who resigned ; and on the 4th of 
February, 1860, Lieutenant George P. M*Clintock was promoted 
to be captain, in succession to Captain Edmund E. F. Stronge, 
resigned ; Ensign Kobert S. Hamilton was promoted to be 
lieutenant the 29th April, 1859, in the room of Edward Moore, 
transferred to the Gold Coast Corps ; Ensign Eobert W. Scott 
promoted to be lieutenant the 19th July, 1859, in room of 
Lieutenant Dean Mann ; and Ensign J. £. M'Crea promoted 
on the 15th September, in succession to Lieutenant Luke F. 
Scott, appointed to the 1st Eoyal Eegiment of foot. 

The regiment having been ordered to assemble for training 
on the 21st of May, 1860, it was removed for that purpose to 
Enniskillen on the 23rd, to occupy the barracks there during 
the period for which it was embodied. 

The regiment was inspected by Colonel H. Doyle on the 1 1th 
of June, after which the following communication by regimental 
order was promulgated — ** The commandant, Lieut, -Colonel 
Stronge, has much gratification in making known to the regi- 
ment the inspector-general's entire approbation with its 
appearance at his inspection this morning, their cleanliness, 
and the manner in which they executed all the different 
manoeuvres and movements requked by him from the regiment, 
and which were performed in a manner beyond what he could 
have expected, and their conduct during the training was worthy 
of the highest commendation." 

On the 16th of May, 1861, the volunteers who had been 
enrolled from the termination of the training in 1860 were 
ordered in for fourteen days' drill previous to the general 
assembly of the regiment. 

These were under the command of Captain (now Brevet 
Lieut.-Colonel) Ellis, and Lieutenants Maxwell and Young, who 
were to superintend the drilling of them in conjunction with the 
adjutant. 

On the 30th of May, the remainder of the regiment assembled 
in Omagh Barracks, and having been clothed and fully equipped, 
it proceeded again this year to Enniskillen on the 31st of May, 
for training and exercise, having barrack accommodation there. 
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On tbo 19tli of June, 1861, Major- General Doyle inspected 
the regiment at Enniakillen, when his praise of it vrna again 
communieateil by regimental order in the following terms : — 
"The commandant, Lieutenant-Colonel Stronge, haa much 
pleasure in making known to the regiment Major-Geueral 
Doyle's entire approbation and approval of the appearance of 
the Royal Tyrone Fusiliers at his icapeetiou this morning, the 
cleanly appearance, and general good conduct of the men, con- 
Bideriug the short time tliey have been assembled. The zeal of 
officers and non-commissioned officers drew from Major-General 
Doyle the highest commeudationa, and gave him great pleasure 
to make known to the regiment that he would not fail to report 
the high condition he found them in to the Lord Licutonaut of 
Ireland," 

Captain Burleigh Stuart was promoted to the rank of major 
on the 28rd of March, 1801, in room of Major Eoss, resigned. 

Major-General Doyle's staff appointment having terminated, 
he was succeeded by Colonel Smyth as In spec tor- General of the 
Irish mihtia, who, on the 27tli of November, 1861, inspected 
the staff at Omagh Barracks, after which he instructed Captain 
Lundie to make known to the men his entire approbation of 
their soldier-like and military appearance on his inspection that 
day, together with the cleanliness of the stores and han-acks, 
'■ Headquarters, Omagh, 25th AprU, 1862. 

"The Eight Honorable the lEarl of Cbarlemont has been 
d to make the following promotions and appointments in 
the Eoyal Tyrone FusQiers, viz : — Lieut en ant- Colonel J. M. 
Btrongo to honorary colonel, to date from 22nd April ; Major 
James A. Caulfeild to be lieutenant -colon el, vice Lieutenant- 
Colonel Stron go appointed honorary colonel; Captain Francis 
Ellis to be major, vice Major OaulfeUd promoted, to date from 
22iid AprO, 1862." 

The usual notice of assembly having been forwarded to the 
addresses of the volunteers in April, 18C2, and the recruits who 
had been enrolled since last training ordered in for fourteen 
days' preliminary drill prior to the general assembling of the 
regiment, one captain and one Bubaltern were authorized to 
assist the adjutant in this duty. On this occasion Captain 
M'Clintock and Lieutenant Wilson were selected. 

The regiment having assembled for twenty-one days' training 
and exercise on the 4th of June, on the 6th the following 
appeared in regimental orders: — "In accepting the rank of 
honorary colonel, and thereby retiring from the direct command 
of the Eoyal Tyrone Fusiliers, Colonel Stronge is desirous to 
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express to the regiment the deep sense he entertains of its 
excellent conduct during the period he had the honour of having 
it under his command as lieutenant-colonel, and it always will 
be a great gratification to him to feel that he still belongs to a 
corps which has been so eminently distinguished for discipline 
and efficiency, a character he is confident it will ever continue 
to maintain." 

** Headquarters, Omagh, 19th June, 1862. 

<* Lieutenant-Colonel Gaulfeild, commanding, has much 
pleasure in conveying to the regiment, in regimental orders, how 
highly gratified Colonel E. 8. Smyth, Inspector- General of 
Militia, felt at the very creditable inspection this morning. He 
referred to the steadiness of the men under arms, and especially 
to their general good conduct in quarters. He was pleased to 
say that the state of the regiment reflected the highest credit on 
the officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates, and that 
he would not fail to make a most favourable report of their 
efficiency to Her Majesty's Government." 

** Headquarters, Omagh, 24th June, 1862. 

<' The commanding officer has much pleasure in making 
known to the regiment the following letter received from the 
stipendiary magistrate, E. D. Coulson, Esq., and takes this 
opportunity of publishing the same in orders, for the infor- 
mation of the officers, non-commissioned officers, and men of 
the regiment : — 

** Omagh, 24th June, 1862. 

** My Dear Colonel Caulfield — Allow me to congratulate you 
upon the peaceable and orderly conduct of your regiment while 
embodied for training here. My brother magistrates join me in 
conveying to you, the officers, and men, our high appreciation. 
It is in truth a most creditable thing to the men that, with 
nearly 900 of them in billets, there was no disturbance of the 
public peace, nor anything that the local authorities could 
«oomplain of, but all well conducted. 

" "With best wishes, 

" Believe me sincerely yours, 

E. D. COULSON, R.M.*' 

On the 1st of June, 1863, the usual preliminary drill of 14 
days for recruits commenced, when Captain L. M. Buchanan, 
who had been appointed on the 4th of July, 1862, and Lieut. 
Maxwell were selected to assist the adjutant in this duty, and 
on the 15th of June the regiment assembled for 21 days* train- 
ing and exercise in Omagh. 

1st July, 1868. — '* The Inspector-General of Militia having 
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this day inapecteil the Eoynl Tyrone Fusiliera, wiebes to convey 
to them in regimantal orders iiis satiafaction with their clean 
sppearanoQ and steadiness under arma ; and the reports wliich 
have reached him of their excellent conduct in billets are moat 
areditabia to the regiment, and he hopes it may continue until 
dtbe end of the training, which will enable him to make a moat 
&Yourable report of the corps to His Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, and to Hur Majesty's Government," 

Captain Luudie having resigned the adjutancy of the Royal 
Tyrone Fusiliers on the Ist of October, ItitJS, His Escellenoy 
the Lord Ijteutenant was pleased to confer ou him the rank of 
brevet-major, and at the same time appointed E. C. D. Elhs, 
late captain in Her Majesty's iiSnd regiment of foot, to be adju- 
tant in succession to Captain Luudie, 

The regiment was trained in Omagh in the years of 186i and 
1866, and with the same result as on former occasions. It was 
remarkablo for the cleanliness, steadiness nnder arms, and 
general good conduct of the meu. 

Fenianiam having now uninaaked itself, spread rapidly 
through various parts of Ireland. All kinds of depredations 
were committed, police stations were attacked — the arms in 
some instances carried away — and several agrarian outrages 
perpetrated. Under these appalhng circumstances of the king- 
dom, the authorities in Dublin Castle considered it absolutely 
necessary to use every precaution in protecting the military 
stores in charge of the mUitia staffs, and for this purpose a cir- 
cular was issued by the Inspector- General, on the 23rd Sept,, 
1865, to the Koyal Tyrone Fusiliera, to mount a guard consist- 
ing of three sergeants and a drummer, daily, until further 
orders. A number of bags were also supplied, which were to he 
filled with sand, and kept in the guard-room for the purpose of 
extinguiahing " Greek tire," should any of this destructive mate- 
rial bo used. These guards were contmued all throughout the 
winter of 1865, and up tiU the 15th of April. 1W66. 

This disaffection and disloyalty to Hor Majesty's Government 
prevented the Irish Militia from being called out for training 
firom 1865 to the year 1871. And although the loyal province 
of Ulster suffered indignity In this respect, in common with the 
other provinces, yet, as it would have been invidious to have 
made any distinction, I am persuaded that tlie Government 
acted wisely in this matter. 

But the suspension of the training of the Irish Militia was 
not the only evil Feniauisiu produced. There was another, and 
that was the prohibition of tne enrolment of volunteers, so that 
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the militia regiments were greatly reduced in number by not 
having the privilege to enrol men to replace those who were re- 
leased from their militia engagements to serve in regiments of 
the line, as weU as those whose periods of service had expired. 
Under these circumstances, it required the utmost exertion on 
the part of militia adjutants, when this prohibition was re- 
moved, to obtain volunteers to make up the necessary defi- 
ciencies. 

The guard over the regimental stores was resumed on the 1st 
of December, 1866, and was continued through the winter and 
spring months of 1867, 1868, and 1869, and from the 17th of 
January, 1870, until the 22nd of June following ; but during 
this latter period there were only two sergeants and a drymmer 
on daily duty. 

Colonel Smyth, Inspector- General, having notified to Captain 
Ellis that he would inspect the staff of the Royal Tyrone Fusi- 
• Hers on the 18th of January, 1867, it was ordered to parade in 
heavy marching order on that day, at 2.80 p.m., and when the 
inspection was over. Colonel Smyth was so pleased that he com- 
plimented the adjutant on the cleanliness, efficiency, and the 
soldier-like appearance of the men of the permanent staff, and 
having examined the regimental and quartermaster's books, 
proceeded to inspect the stores, accompanied by the adjutant 
and quartermaster, and expressed himself well pleased with 
the state in which he found the clothing and accoutrements of 
the regiment kept. 

Colonel Smyth's term of service as Inspector- General of the 
Irish militia having terminated, Colonel Maude, C.B.V.C., late 
of the 8rd Buffs, was appointed to succeed him. On the 8rd of 
December, 1867, he visited Omagh to inspect the permanent 
staff. 

As on former occasions of inspection, the staff paraded in 
heavy marching order, and underwent a close and minute 
inspection of their clothing and appointments, the state of which 
pleased the inspector-general. Subsequently, he tested the 
efficiency of the sergeants singly in squad and company drill, 
and the drummers in sounding the bugle calls. After the 
inspection he proceeded to the orderly room to examine the 
regimental books, and finally ended his inspection in ther regi- 
mental stores. He expressed himself well pleased with the 
cleanliness and soldier-like appearance of the staff, and 
also with the state of the stores. 

His Royal Highness Prince Arthur having arrived at the 
Viceregal Lodge, on a visit to His Excellency Earl Spencer, in 
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1869, and taking a. tour nortlaward to visit the Mfliden City, 
Portruah, and the Giant's Causeway, left Dublin on the 28th of 
April, aocompanied by Lieut en ant- Colonel Caulfeild, com- 
mandant of the Boyal Tyrou& FusUiers, and arrived at the 
Omagh Station of the Ulster Railway by mid-day train. Captain 
Ellia, being apprised of the coming of His Royal Highness, was 
present at the railway station with the staff as a guard of honor, 
accompanied by Captains M'Clintock, Buohanan, and Auchiii- 
leck, with the Queen's colours. 

His Royal Highness having to wait the arrival of the train of 
the Ii-iah North- We stern Eailway fi'om Enniakilleu, to convey 
him to Dcrry, left his can-iage, jittended by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Caulfeild, and inspected the staff on the platform. 

On the 29th of April the following appeared in staff orders 
on that date: — "His Royal Highness Prince Arthur Patrick 
having inspected the permauout staff of the Royal Tyrone 
Fusiliers, while on guard of honor at Omagh, has much pleasure 
in espresaing his high opinion of their smart and soldier -liko 
appearance. 

" The general good conduct of the regiment, which Colonel 
Canlfeild has brought to Hia Eoyal Highness' notice, is most 
satisfactory and creditable not only to the men themselves, but 
also to the fine county they represent. 
" By order, 

"B. C. D. ELLIB, Captain and Adjutant, 
" Eoyal Tyi-one Fusiliers." 

It Laving been determined by Her Majesty's Government that 
the Irish Militia should be called up for fifty-six days' traning, 
a beating order was issued by His Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant on the 4th of January, 1871, for the purpose of enrolling 
volunteers for the Eoya! Tyrone Fusiliers. 

On receipt of this order, Captain Ellis set to work most 
yigorously, visiting almost all the towns and villages in the 
county on market and fair days, and by the unwearied exertions 
of himself and the members of the staff who accompanied hini, 
succeeded in raising no less tliun four hundred and thirty-six 
Tolunteers between the 4th of January and the 4th of May, 1871- 
These volunteers having assembled on the 4th of May for twenty- 
one days' preliminary drill, previous to the general assembly. 
Captain Buchanan aud Lieutenants Charles JI. Alexander and 
Henry Irviue were ordered to join, to assist the adjutant in per- 
forming this duty. 

The remainder of the regiment assembled ou the 25th of May, 
and although six yeai-s had elapsed since last training, they made 
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rapid progress in their drill, through the care bestowed upon 
their'instruction by both officers and non-commissioned officers. 

On the evening of the 12th of June, His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant, with his private secretary and aids-de-camp, arrived 
at Omagh from Lifford, where he had been inspecting the 
Donegal and Derry regiments. 

He was met at the Omagh Station by Colonel Caulfeild and 
a guard of honor, consisting of a company of the Eoyal Tyrone 
Fusiliers, under the command of Captain Colhoun and 
Lieutenants Charles and Henry Alexander, carrying the Queen's 
colours. 

On the following day, Tuesday the 18th of June, the Ferma- 
nagh Light Infantry, under the command of Lieutenant- Colonel 
Archdall, arrived by train from Enniskillen, and was brigaded 
with the Eoyal Tyrone Fusiliers for the inspection of His 
Excellency. 

After the inspection of both regiments, and marching past, 
they went through all the evolutions and movements of a review, 
after which both regiments formed in three sides of a square, 
when they were addressed by His Excellency as follows : — 

** Colonel Caulfeild, officers, and men of the Fermanagh 
Light Infantry and Eoyal Tyrone Fusiliers — I have been visiting 
different parts of this country to see the militia regiments, and 
I was most anxious to come to this part of Ireland, where 
military traditions are so great, and where men have always 
distinguished themselves. I come, as the representative of the 
Queen, to thank you all for having joined the militia, a force of 
so much importance to the country. It is satisfactory on this 
the first occasion of their reassembling to find so many men 
rejoining the regiment, and so many recruits entering the ranks. 
I have reviewed with great pleasure militia regiments in other 
parts of the country, and I have observed with gratification 
the orderly conduct of the men, who have in all cases behaved 
themselves as soldiers should. The Tyrone Fusiliers which I 
have now reviewed are not surpassed in efficiency by any other 
regiment in Ireland. The county is a large one, and I am 
happy to see the ranks well filled. The other regiment, the 
Fermanagh Light Infantry, comes from a smaller county, and 
has fewer men, but its movements are distinguished by 
military precision. On previous occasions both regiments have 
sent men into the regular army, and I feel confident that should 
the Queen again require volunteers. Her Majesty will find no 
more loyal soldiers than the men of the Fermanagh and Tyrone 
MiHtias. You will now return to your homes, having learned the 
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yon most heartUy for having joined the militia, for the pro- 
ficiency yon have made in your di'ill, and for tlie admirable 
manner in which you have conSucted yonraelves," 

His Excellency honoured the colonel and officers of ths Eoynl 
Tyrone Fusiliers by dining with tbera at their mesa, on the 
evenings of the 12th and 18th of Juno, aceoiniianied by his 
private secretary and aida-de-camp. Numerous iuvitati'ma were 
given to the noblemen and gentry of the county to meet His 
Excellency. The following guests were present at dinner: — 
The Earl of Enniskillou ; Colonel Archdall, Fermanagh Light 
Infantry; Colonel Conyngham, Londonderry Light Infantry; 
Major Stnart; Captain Cardow, staff officer of pensioners; and 
officers of the Donegal Militia and Artillery, etc., etc. 

On the 28rd of June, the regiment was inspected by Colonel 
Armstrong, C.B., deputy adjutant-general, at the termination 
of which he addressed the regiment in tlie following terms ; — 

" Colonel Caulfeild, ofBcers, non-commissioned officers, and 
men of the Eoyal Tyrone Fusiliers^ — Before I allude to any other 
subject, I wish first of all to express to you the great satisfaction 
with which I have heard of your good conduct since you have 
been called out for training. You have not had the advantage 
of barracks, but have been billeted through your town, notwith- 
standing which, yoiu- conduct has been reported to me as 
having been in every respect excellent, and such as no line 
regiment could excel. And now with regard to your military 
efficiency. In coming to inspect you to-day, you have laboured 
under one disadvantage, that is, that I heard from officers of 
much military experience that your regiment had attained a 
considerable degree of efficiency, and my expectations regarding 
you were therefore proportionally great. Notwithstanding tliia, 
I have not been disappointed. I am not going to say that you 
are equal to any regiment in the regular army, for that is not to 
be expected ; but I do say in ail lioucsty that no regiment or 
portion of Her Majesty's troops brought together for the first 
time could have shown more steadiness under arms, or have 
acquired a greater knowledge of drill in the same hmited time. 
This shows to me clearly that your heart has been in the work, 
and that you have seconded the efforts of yoar officers and non- 
commissioned officers, and have with them taken a proper pride 
in yoar duties. It is most creditable that you should in so short 
a time have attained so much proficiency, as is manifested in 
the manner in which you have gone through the movements, 
whether of battalion, hght infantry, or the manual e 
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cannot forget, however, that you have the advantage of being 
commanded by an old officer of the guards, regiments that are 
a pattern to the service. I observe that your great coats are 
well folded, and your packs well put on, and carried with an 
ease that can only be acquired by men accustomed to manoeuvres 
^wlth them on ; and I feel assured that next year, or at some 
early period, when your new clothing, accoutrements, and head 
dresses have been supplied to you, and you have had another 
year's training, this regiment, whether in appearance or pro- 
ficiency, will equal any regiment in Her Majesty's forces. I 
have said to your comrades of the Derry Light Infantry what I 
now say to you. 

" I have always, since I have been a soldier, maintained that 
the militia is the most valuable nursery for the British army. 

" Eeferring to history, even at Waterloo the militia played a 
most important part. It has been said that many of the troops 
which took part in that great battle were recruits, but if 
they were, they were from the militia, some of them even in 
the uniform of their old regiments, and from their training they 
were able to stand before the greatest army, commanded by the 
greatest general France ever produced. 

" At a later period — during the Eussian war — they furnished 
valuable additions to the army, of which I have personal 
knowledge. 

**I have no hesitation in expressing my opinion of the 
superiority of such men as I see before me over the mere boys 
generally supplied to the army. 

" Colonel Caulfeild, you ought to be proud of your regiment ; 
and I feel confident they will do their duty in a manner worthy 
of their country, should they ever be called upon. 

" I shall have great pleasure in making a most favorable 
report of them to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant." 



Having thus brought this record of the Eoyal Tyrone Fusilier 
Eegiment of Militia from the year 1793 up to its training in the 
past year, 1871, it has afforded me the most unmixed pleasure 
to find that amongst the many officers and men of His Majesty's 
forces who were tried at various times for mutiny, sedition, and 
disloyalty to the Crown by courts martial, neither officer nor 
soldier of the Eoyal Tyrone was ever impeached with, nor 
accused of either or any of these crimes. . 

It was always remarkable for its loyalty, and was applauded 
by the generals and officers under whom it served for this dis- 
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tin^islaed character, as the rcaJer of this recorJ will liave 
found. 

I would add, in conclusion, that I feol proud in belonging to 
a regiment whioli has alwaj'a been conspicuous for its loyalty 
and attachment to tho Crown aud Constitution of the country, 
and if the reader derives an equal pleasure from the perusal of 
this record as I did in my humble but earnest efforts in collect- 
ing and putting it together, I shall feel amply rewarded.

"'Lieutenant- Colonel Caulfeild served in China from 1851 to 
1853, with the 59th regiment. In the Crimean campaign witli 
the Coldstream Guards, including the trenches before Sevastopol 
from November, 1854, until the fall of the town, and was 
present at the attack on the enemy's works on the 18tli of June. 
Was invalided to Scutari Hospital, and thence to England in 
October, 1855. Bejoined hia regiment in the Crimea in January, 
1856, served with it until the close of the war, and returned 
with the batallion to England in July following, 

{Medal and Claap, and Tm-kish Medal), 

tCaptain Armstrong, Hon. Major, sorvid in China from 1847 
to 1850, with the 95th regiment, and retired in the year, 1852. 

JCaptain William C. Hamilton served in India from November, 
1862, to May, 1855, with the 8tb King's Eegiment. Was pro- 
moted to the 88th Conuaugbt Rangers, and served with it in 
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Malta. Was placed on half pay after the Crimean war, for one 
year, and after that period rejoined the 88th regiment, and 
served with it till May, 1858, when he retired. 

11 Captain Lewis M.Buchanan served with the 88th Connanght 
Bangers from 1856 till 1862. He embarked at Portsmouth 
with the headquarters of the regiment in July, 1857, for India, 
arriving there at an early stage of the mutiny, through which 
he served in the field till its final suppression. He was present 
at the repulse of the Gwalior Bebels at the Pandoo Nuddee, in 
November, 1857, the battles of the 27th and 28th November 
at Subahdar*s Tank, (specially reported as having on that 
occasion shot three of the enemy with his revolver), and the 
operations from the entrenchments outside Cawnpore, resulting 
in the complete defeat of the enemy by Lord Clyde on the 6th 
December. Upon the formation of the Cawnpore Flying 
Column, he was appointed orderly officer by Brigadier Maxwell, 
C.B., commanding, and served in the various operations in the 
Doab ; was present at the capture of Lucknow, in March, 1858, 
and from that period till May in the operations of the same 
column, in conjuction with the central India Field Force, under 
Sir Hugh Eoe, including the siege and capture of Calpie, and 
afterwards till the termination of the Hot Weather campaign. 
Was present with the regiment at Lucknow from the following 
October, and in various operations in Oude, disarming villages 
and dismantling forts till the regiment marched for Delhi, in 
February, 1859, when he served with it till appointed to the 
Laudour Depot (Himalayas) in May, 1860, whence he returned 
to England in 1861, and retired in 1862. 

(Indian Medal and Clasp). 

§ Captain Thomas Auchinleck served in the Cape of Good 
Hope with the 2nd battalion of the 11th regiment from June, 
1861, till March, 1862. Was promoted lieutenant in the first 
battalion of the 11th, and retired in January, 1865. 

HLord George F. Hamilton served in Canada with the Prince 
Consort's Own Eifle Brigade.

DETAILS OF MUBDER IN TEALEE. 

I am indebted to Lieutenant- Colonel Ellis for a copy of the 
Kerry Evtnlnij Post of the 28th of February, 1872, fiom wMoh 
'I extract the following valuable information relative to the 
murder of this man, who was named "William Currana, ahot, 
while standing a sentinel on the Custom House at Tralee, on 
the morning of the 2lBt December, 1797 ■ — - 
(From Chute'i Western Herald, Tralee. Friday, Dec. 22, 1797.) 

" A base and horrible murder, attended with circumstances 
of the most cowardly and premeditated villany, we are ahocked 
to Bay, was perpetrated in this town, between the hours of one 
and two of the clock on the morning of yesterday, the 21st 
instant :^As William Currans, a private soldier of the Royal 
Tyrone Regiment of MOitia, was standing sentinel on the Cus- 
tom House, he was accosted by a person in woman's attire, who, 
after having answered his challenge with the usual response, 
requested to know the hour of the night, &c., and after a few 
mote cursory words of conversation, passed along the Quay. 
The soldier, in a few seconds after, hearing footsteps approach 
the rere of his box (towards the river), immediately stepped out, 
and perceived the same person quite close to him, who, on the 
instant, fired a pistol, a ball from which, entering the inside of 
the sentinel's thigh, and, haviug lacerated a principal blood- 
vessel, passed out a few inches above hia knee. The perfidious 
assassin immediately fled, and though the wounded soldier 
returned the fire as soon as lie possibly could, we are sorry to 
say it was without effect. The shots having alarmed the Col- 
lector and hia family, the unfortnnato man was found wallowing 
in his blood, and though the assistance of an eminent surgeon 
was procured as speedily as possible, so great was the hemorr- 
hage, that he expired about live o'clock yofiterclay morning, 
Lavingjust time minutely to relate the cu-cumataaces attending 
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this deed ot horror. This melancholy catastrophe is rendered 
still more dismal by having the unhappy wife and family of this 
ill-fated victim of cruelty thus suddenly deprived of their sole 
support I ! 

We cannot dismiss this article without once more expressing 
our abhorrence and utter detestation of this treacherous act of 
wanton and unprovoked villany ; and we sincerely hope that 
the act of a barbarous midnight ruffian will not, in the eyes of 
our countrymen, be deemed a cause sufficient for fixing a stigma 
on this loyal and peaceable county, the more especially, as we 
are well convinced we speak the honest sentiment of every well- 
informed and unprejudiced individual in this town and neigh- 
bourhood, when we, thus publicly, offer the Well-merited tribute 
of applause to the Eoyal Tyrone Militia, whose conduct has 
been, on all occasions (much to their honour), not only orderly 
and decorous, but in every sense of the word, in the highest 
degree exemplary." 

MUEDER ! ! 

Deeply impressed with a just abhorrence of the dreadful 
crime of assassination, determined by every effort in our power 
to bring the perpetrator of so atrocious a deed to condign 
punishment, and anxious to preserve the character for peace 
and good order which has hitherto distinguished this town 
and its neighbourhood, we, the Provost and inhabitants of the 
town of Tralee and its vicinity, whose names are hereunto 
subscribed, do hereby promise to pay the sums to our names 
respectively annexed, for discovering and prosecuting to con- 
viction, within six calendar months of the date hereof, the 
person or persons concerned in the murder of William Currans, 
a private in the Royal Tyrone Regiment of Militia, while on 
duty as sentinel on the Custom House in Tralee, early on the 
morning of the 21st December, 1797 ; —

The murder of the soldier on guard at the Custom House, 
Tralee, was one of the few outrages committed in Kerry during 
the Eebellion. It caused at the time a great sensation in the 
county, and was talked of for years afterwards as a most atro- 
cious outrage, The murderer was never found out. 

This account corresponds exactly with that given to me by 
persons who were witnesses of the man's death. The Custom 
House was on S trough ton- row (before the one in Strand-atreet 
was finished by Judge Day), and occupied tlie two first houses. 

The soldier was shot on the footway between the Custom 
House and Dan Lee's gate, as it was then called. The sentinel 
was heard to challenge, and immediately after a shot was heard, 
and a crj' of murder. The guard from the old jail turned out 
at once w'l.ju they heard the shoti^. The man was moi-tally 
wounded in the femoral artery. He was a married man, and 
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the scene at his death, when his wife oame to him at the Cus- 
tom House (for they did not remove him farther), was most 
heartrending. He was a Protestant, and was attended hy the 
clergyman of the parish. He stated to the last that he was fired 
at hy a person in woman's clothes ; hut for what reason he was 
shot could never be guessed at, as the town and county, not- 
withstanding the hatching of the Rebellion was at that time 
going on, was very quiet, and no attempt at robbery was made 
at the Custom House, either then or subsequently.

I am also indebted to Lieutenant-Colonel A. Montgomery 
Moore, of the 4th Hussars, for the following copy of a letter 
received by his grandfather. Lieutenant- Colonel Montgomery 
Moore, from the commander of the rebel army in 1798, when in 
command of the Royal Tyrone Militia at Cork : — 

" Mountain Camp, 20th Sept., 1798. 

** Sir, — ^The fortune of war having put your miniature in my 
possession, I have the pleasure of restoring it to you, by sending 
it to Mr. Swinney*s, Dame-street, the place probably intended. 

** The envelope was mislaid by my secretary before I had seen 
it ; you will therefore excuse me not sending it with the original 
direction. However sanguinary the war has been carried on 
at your side, I cannot forget the respect one soldier should 
entertain for the property of another, particularly when a lady 
joins the claim. 

** When you write on a similar or private occasion, if your 
name be legible near the seal, the letter shall be forwarded 
without other examination, if it fall into the hands of any party 
of our army ; but I enjoin you, on your honour, not to allow 
your name on any official letter, nor to make use of mine, to my 
prejudice, at a future period.
